ECLIPSES IN 1865. 

There will b« four edipsM this year, two of the sun and two of the moon. 

I. A partial eclipse of the moon, April 10th, Titdble. Begina at New York 
at lOh. 49m. in the erening, and ends at 35 minutee past midnight. Siie, one- 
fifth of the moon's diameter. 

II. A total eclipse of the sun, April 26th, inrisible in North America. 

Ill* A partial eclipse of the moon, Ootobor 4th, in the eyening, Tisible. 
Beginning at New York at 6h. 44m., and ends at 6h. 4fim. Siae one-third of 
diameter. The moon will rise eclipsed partially. 

IT. An annular eclipse of the sun, October 19th, in the morning, visible as 
a partial eclipse throuKhout North America ; invisible in Oalifornia and Ore- 
gon. At New Tork it begins at 8h. 66m., and ends at 12m. past 12. BizelH 
digits, or about two-thirds of the sun's diameter.

IMPORTANCE OF RULES. 



SECTION I. 

THE IMPORTANCE OF ADHERING TO RULES. 

' Mr. OnsloW) the ablest among the Speakers of the Hoase of Com- 
mons, used to say, **It was a maxim he bad often heard when he was 
a young man, from old and experienced members, that nothing tended 
more to throw power into the hands of Administration, and those 
who acted with the majority in the House of Commons, than a neg- 
lect of, or a departure from, the rules of proceeding; that these 
forms, as instituted by our ancestors, operated as a check and control 
on the actions of the majority ; and that they were, in many instan- 
ces, a shelter and protection to the minority, against the attempts of 
power. 

So far the maxim is certainly true, and is founded in good sense, 
that as it is always in the power of the majority, by their numbers, 
to stop any improper measure proposed on the part of their oppo- 
nents, the only weapon by which the minority can defend themselves 
against nmilar attempts from those in power, are the forms and rules 
of proceeding, which have been adopted as they were found neces- 
sary from time to time, and become the law of the House ; by a strict 
adherence to which, the weaker party can only be protected from 
those irregularities and abuses, which these forms were intended to 
check, and which the wantonness of power is but too often apt to 
suggest to large and suooessful majorities. — 2 HatB,y 171, 172. 

And whether these forms be in all cases the most rational or not, 
is really not of so great importance. It is much more material that 
there should be a rule to go by, than what that rule is : that there 
may be a uniformity of proceeding in business, not subject to the 
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caprice of the Speaker, or oaptiouBness of the memberB. It is yeiy 
material tha^ order, decency and regularitj be preseryed in a digni- 
fied public body.— 2 HaU,, 149. * 



SECTION n. 

LSGISLATUBE. 

All legifllative powers berain granUd, thall be retted in a GoBgrees of the 
Uotted btatet, wbleh shall eoniist of a Senate and Hovfle of HepresentatiTes. 
Coraiitution of the Unitid Statei, Article 1, Seetiom 1. 

The Senators and Representatiyes shall receire a eompensation for their ser- 
vices, to he ascertained by law, and paid out of the Treasury of the United 
States.— CofMt. U. S., Art 1, See. 0. 

For the powers of Congress, see the following Articles and Sections of the 
Constitution of the United States :— Art. I., Sec. 4, 7, 8, 0.— Art. II., Sec. 1,2. 
— Art. III., Sec. 3.— Art. IT., Seo. 1, 8, 6— And all tho Amendments. 

SECTION m. 

PBIYILEQED. 

The privileges of the members of Parliament, from small and ob- 
scure beginnings, have been advancing for centuries with a firm and 
never-yielding pace. Claims seem to have been brought forward 
from time to time, and repeated till some example of their admission 
enabled them to build law on that example. We can only, therefore, 
state the point of progreesion at which they now are. It is now ac- 
knowledged : Ist, That they are at all times exempted from question 
elsewhere, for anything said in their own House ; that during the 
time of privilege ; 2d, Neither a member himself, his wife,* or his 
servants, Ifamiliarea «vi,] for any matter of their own, may be* ar- 
rested on mesne process, in any civil suit ; 8d, Nor be detained un- 
der execution, though levied before the time of privilege ; 4th, Nor 
impleaded, cited or subpoened in any court ; 6th, Nor summoned as a 
witness or juror ; 6th, Nor may their lands or goods be distrained ; 
'Tth, Nor their persons assaulted, or characters traduced. And the 
period of time, covered by privilege, before and after the session, 
with the practice of short prorogations under the connivance of the 
Crown, amounts, in fact, to a perpetual protection against the course 
of justice. In one instance, indeed it has been relaxed by 10 G. 8, c. 
60, which permits judiciary proceedings to go on against them. That 
these privileges must be continually progressive, seems to result from 
their rejecting all definition of them, the doctrine being, that " their 
dignity and independence are preserved by keeping their privileges 
indefinite ;" and that '* the maxims upon which they proceed, togeth- 
er with the method of proceeding, rest entirely in their own breast ; 
and are not defined and ascertained by any particular stated law.^ — 
1 MacksUme, 163, 164. 

It was probably from this view of the encroaching charaetor of privilege, 
that the framers of our Constitution, in their care to provide that the laws 
shall bind equally on all, and espedally that those who make them shall not 
exempt themselves from their operation, have only privileged « Senators and 
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BepreBentatiTes" themielTes from the tUngle Mt of ** arrest In all oaiei exeept 
treason, felonji and breach of the peace, during their attendance at the ses- 
sions of their respeotiTi) Houses, and In going to and returning flrom the same, 
and from being questioned in any other place for any speech or debate In either 
House." — Const. U. S.y Art. I., Sec. 6. Under the general authority " to make 
all laws necessary and proper for carrying into ezocution the powers giren 
them," Oonst. U. S., Art. II., Sec. 8, they may proTlde by law the details 
which may be necessary for glTing full effect to the enjoyment of this priTi- 
lege. No such law being as yet made It seems to stand at the present on the 
following ground : 1. The act of arrest is void ab initio, 2 Stra., 080. 2. The 
member arrested may be discharged on motion, 1 Bl. 166, 2 Stra 090 ; or by 
Habeas Corpus under the Federal or State authority, as the case may be ; or 
a writ of priTilege out of the Chancery, 2 Stra. 080, in those States which haye 
adopted that part of the laws of England. — Orders of the House of Com. 1660, 
Feb. 20. 8. The arrest, being unlawful, is a trespass, for which the offloerand 
others concerned are liable to action or indictment in the ordinary courts of 
justice, as in other cases of unauthnrized arrests. 4. The court before which 
the process Is returnable, is bound to act as In other cases of nnauthoriied 
proceeding, and liable, also, as in other similar cases, to hare their proceed- 
ings stayed or corrected by the superior covrts. 

The time necessary for going to and returning f^om Congress not being de- 
fined, it will, of course, be judged of in every particular ease by those who 
will have to decide the case. 

While privilege was nnderstood in England to extend, as it does 
here, only to exemption from arrest, eundo^ morando et r$ deuvdo, the 
House of Commons themselves, decided that "a convenient time 
was to be understood.'' — 1680 — 1 Hat8.y 99, 100. Nor is the law so 
strict in point of time as to require the party to set out immediately 
on his return, but allows him time to settle his private affairs and to 
prepare for his journey ; and does not even scan his road very nicely, 
nor forfeit his protection for a little deviation from that which is 
most direct ; some necessity perhaps constraining Mm to it. — 2 Slra.f 
986, 987. 

This privilege from arrest, privileges of course against all process, 
the disobedience to which is punishable by an attachment of the per- 
son'; as a subpona ad respondendum, or, testificandum, or a summons 
on a jury ; and with reason, because a member has superior duty to 
perform in another place. 

"W hen a representative Is withdrawn from his seat by summons, the 47,700 
people whom he represents, lose their voice in debate and vote, as they do in 
his voluntary absence ; when a senator is withdrawn by summons, his State 
loses half its voice in debate and vote, as it does in his voluntary absence. 
The enormous disparity of evil admits no comparison. 

So far there will probably be no difference of opinion as to the privil^es 
of the two Houses of Congress ; but in the following cases it Is otherwise : In 
Dec, 1706, the House of Bepresentatives committed two persons of the names 
of Randall and Whitney, for attempting to corrupt the Integrity of certain 
members, which they considered as a contempt and breach of the privileges 
of the House ; and the facts being proved, Whitney was detained in oonflne- 
ment a fortnight, and Randall three weeks, and was reprimanded by the 
Speaker. In March, 1796, the House of Representatives voted a challenge 
given to a member of their House, to be a breach of the privileges of the 
House ; but satisfkctory apologies and acknowledgments being made, no fur- 
ther proceedings were had. The editor of the Aurora, having. In his paper of 
Feb. 10, 1800, inserted some paragraph defamatory to the Senate, and failed in 
his appearance, he was ordered to be committed. In debating the legality of 
this order, it was insisted in support of it, that every man, by the law of na- 
ture, and every body of men, possesses the right of self defence : that all 
public functionaries are essentially invested with the powers of self-preserva- 
tion ; that they have an inherent right to do all aeis necessary to keep thnn- 
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MlTOf In A ooadltioB to diMbargo the tmito ooBfld«d to thon ; that w1i«n«Ter 
AQthorltlM are £iT«n, tbe meuit of eanjlng them Into oxeoottoa aro giTen by 
nooeMuy implieatloa ; that thoa we tee the British Parliament ezerdee the 
tight of pnalahlng oontempta : all the State Legtolaturea exerdee the aame 
power, and every Court doea the aame ; that If we hare It not, we lit at the 
merey of erery Intruder who may enter our doori or gallery, and by noise and 
tumult, render prooeedlng In business impraetleable ; that If our tranquility 
Is to be perpetually disturbed by newspaper dcfluaation, It will not be possible 
to ezereise our functions with the zequlslte eoolness and deliberation ; and 
that we must therefore hare a power to punish those disturbers of our peaoe 
and prooeedings. To this It was answered, that the Parliament and Courts 
of England hare eognlianee of oontempte by the express proTitfons of their 
law ; that the State Legislatures hare equal authority, beeanse their powers 
ave plenary ; they represent their oonstitnents completely, and possess all 
their powers, exoept suoh as their Constitutions have expreesly denied them ; 
that the Courts of the ssTeral States hare the same powers by the laws of their 
States, and those of the federal Goremment by the same State laws, adopted 
in each State by a law of Congress ; tbat none of these bodies, therefore, do- 
rire those powers from natural or necessary right, bat from express law ; that 
Congress hare no such natural or necessary power, nor any powers bat such 
as are glTen them by the Constitutfon ; that that has giyen them directly, ex- 
emption from personal arrest, exemptions from questions elsewhere for wbat 
is said in the House, and power orer their own members and prooeedings; for 
these no further law is necessary, the Constitution being tbe law ; that, more- 
over, by that article of the OoDstituUon which authorises them ** to make all 
laws necessary and proper for carrying into execution the powers rested by 
the Constitution in them," they may proTide by law for an undisturbed exer- 
else of their function, e. g., for the punishment of oontempts, of affrays or 
tumults in their presence, etc., but, till the law be made, it does not exist ; 
and does not exist, from their own neglect ; that in the meantime, howeyer, 
they are not unprotected, the ordinary magistrates and courts of law being 
open and competent to punish all unjustifiable disturbances or defamations, 
and even their own sergeant, who may appoint deputies ad libitum to aid him, 
8 Orejff 69, 147, 266, is equal to the smallest disturbances ; that in requiring a 
previous law, the Constitution had regard to the luTiolabillty of the eitizen 
as well as the member ; as, should one House, in the regular form of a bill, 
aim at too broad priTlleges, It may be checked by the other, and both by the 
President : and also as, the law being promulgated, the dtixen will know how 
to aroid offence. But If one branch may assume its own pririleges without 
oontrol ; if it may do it on the spnr of the occaiion, conceal the law in its own 
breast, and after the fact committed, make its sentence both the law and the 
judgment on that fact ; if the offence is to be kept undefined, and to be de- 
clared only ex re nata, and according to the passions of the moment, and 
there be no limitation either in the manner or measure of the punishment, 
the condition of the citizen will be perilous indeed. Which of these doctrines 
!• toprerail, time will dedde. Where there is no fixed law, the judgment on 
any particular case, is the law of that single case only, and dies with it. When 
a new and eyen a similar case arises, the judgment which is to make, and at 
the same time apply, the law, is open to question and consideration, as are all 
new laws. Perhaps Congress, in the meantime, in their care for the safety 
of the citizen as well as that for their own protection, may declare by law what 
is necessary and proper to enable them to carry into execution the powers 
vested in them, and thereby hang up a rule for the inspeciion of all, which 
may direct the conduct of the citizens, and at the same time test the judg- 
ments they shall themselves pronounce in their own ease. 

Privilege from arrest takes place by force of the election ; and be- 
fore a return be made, a member elected may be named of a com- 
mittee, and is to every intent a member, except that he cannot vote 
until he is sworn.— ifemor., 107, 108.— i)'^Mwa, 642, col, 2/ 668, col, 
l,~^Fa, MUceL Fori, 119— Lex, Pari., c, 23—2 JSTote., 22, 62. 

Every man must, at his peril, take notice who are members of either 
House returned of Record. — Lex. PaW., 28, 4 — Inst,^ 24. 

On complaint of a breach of privilege, the party may either be 
summoned or sent for in custody of the sergeant. — 1 Orey^ 88. 95. 
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The privilege of a member la the prlyllege of the House. If the 
member waive it without leave, it is a ground for punishing him, but 
cannot in effect waive the privilege of the House. — 3 Qrey^ 140, 822. 

For any speech or debate in either House, thev shall not be ques- 
tioned in any other place. — Conxi, U. S.^ Art, I., Sec. 6, — S: P. pro- 
test of Commons to James I., 1621—2 Mapin, No. 54, p, 211, 212. But 
this is restrained to things done in the House in a Parliamentary 
course, 1 Rush.^ 663. For he is not to have privilege contra morem 
parlimentarium, to exceed the bounds and limits of his place and 
duty. — Comp. p. 

If an offence be committed by a member in the House of which the 
House has cognizance, it is an infringement of their right for any 
person or court to take notice of it, till the House has punished the 
offender, or referred him to a due course. — Lex, Pari. 63. 

Privilege is in the power of the House, and is a restraint to the 
proceedings of inferior courts, but not of the House itself. — 2 Nalson^ 
450—2 Orey, 399. For whatever is spoken in the House is subject 
to the censure of the House ; and offences of this kind have been se- 
verely punished, by calling the persons to the bar to make submission, 
committing him to the Tower, expelling the House, etc. — Scoh. 72. — 
Lez, Pari, c. 22. 

It is a breach of order for the Speaker to refuse to put a question 
which is in order. — 2 Hats, 1*75, 1*76 — 5 Qrey^ 183. 

And even in cases of treason, felony and breach of the peace, to 
which privilege does not extend as to substance ; yet in Parliament, 
a member is privileged as to the mode of proceeding. The case is 
first to be laid before the House, that it may judge of th.e fact, and 
of the grounds of the accusation, and how far forth the manner of 
the trial may concern their privilege. Otherwise it would be in the 
power of other branches of the government, and even of every pri- 
vate man, under pretences of treason, etc., to take any man from his 
service in the House ; and so as many, one after another, as would 
make the House what he pleaseth. — Decision of the Commons on the 
King^s declaring Sir John Hothrnn a traitor^ 4 Rushw. 586. So when a 
member stood indicted of felony, it was adjudged that he ought to , 
remain of the House till conviction. For it may be any man's case, 
who is guiltless, to be accused and indicted of felony, or the like 
crime.— 23 EL \%hO—D' Ems 283, vol. l—Lex, Pari. 133. 

When it is found necessary for the public service to put a member 
under arrest, or when, on any public inquiry, matter comes out which 
may lead to affect the person of a member, it is the practice immedi- 
ately to acquaint the House, that they may know the reasons for such 
a proceeding, and take such steps as they think proper — 2 ITais. 259. 
Of which see many examples— 2 Hois. 266, 257, 258. But the com- 
munication is subsequent to the arrest. 1 BlacJcsL 167. 

It is highly expedient, says Hatsell, for the due preservation of the 
privileges of the separate branches of tke Legislature, that neither 
should encroach on the other, or interfere in any matter depending 
before them, so as to preclude, or even influence, that freedom of de- 
bate, which is essential to a free council. They are therefore not to 
take notice of any bills or other matters depending, or of votes that 
have been given, or of speecnes that have been held, by the members 
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of either of the other branches of the Legislature, until the same 
have been communicated to them in the usual Parliamentary manner. 
—2 HaU, 262—4 Inxt, U-^SeltL Jud, 58. Thus the King's taking no- 
tice of the bill for suppressing soldiers, depending before the House, 
his proposing a provisional clause for a bill before it was presented to 
him by the two Houses, his expressing displeasure against some per- 
sons for matters moved in Parliament during the debate and prepara- 
tion of a bill, were breaches of privilege. — 2 Nahon^ 743; and in 
1788, December 17, it was declared a breach of fundamental privi- 
leges, etc., to report any opinion, or pretended opinion of the King, 
on any bill or proceeding depending in either House of Parliament, 
with a view to influence the votes of the members. — 2 Hats, 251, 6. 

SECTION IV. 
ELBOTIONS. 

The times, plaoeg and manner o! holding elections for Senators and Repre- 
■entaciyes, shall be prescribed in each State by the Legislature thereof; but 
the Congress maj, at any time, by law, make or alter sneh regulations, except 
as to the place of choosing Senators.— Contt. U. 8.^ Art. I, Stc. 4. 

Bach house shall be the judge of the elections, returns and qualifications of 
its own members.— CofM^. U. JS., Art. I, Sec. 5. 



SECTION V. 
QUALIFICATIONS. 

The Senate of the United States shall be composed of two Senators from 
each State, chosen by the Legislature thereof for six years ; and each Senator 
shall have one vote. 

Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence of the first elec- 
tion, they shall be divided as equally as may be into three classes. The seats 
of the Senators of the first class shall be vacated at the end of the second 
year ; of the second class, at tbe expiration of the fourth year ; and of the 
third, at the expiration of the sixth year ; so that one-third may be chosen 
every second year ; and if vacancies happen, by resignation or otherwise, du- 
ring the recess of the Legislature of any State, the Kxecutive thereof may 
make temporary appointments, until the next meeting of the Legislature, 
which shall then fill such vacancies. 

No person shall be a Senator, who shall not have attained to the age of 
thirty years, and been nine years a eitisen of the United States, and who shall 
not, when elected, be an inhabitant ot that State for which he shall be chosen. 
—Const. U. S., Art.l., Sec.Z. 

The House of Representatives shall be composed of members chosen every 
second year by the people of the several States ; and the electors of each State 
shall haye the qualifications requisite for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the State Legislature. 

No person shall be a Representative, who shall not haye attained to the age 
of twenty-fiye years, and been seven years a citizen of the United States, and 
who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that State in which he shall 
be chosen. 

Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among the several 
States, which may be included within this Union, according to their respectiye 
numbers, which shall be determined by adding to the whole number of free 
persons, including those bound to serye for a term of years, and excluding In- 
dians not taxed, three-fifths of all other persons. The actual enumeration 
■hall be made within three years after the first meeting of the Congress of tbe 
United States, and within every subsequent term of ten years, in such man- 
ner as they shall by law direct. The number of Representatives shall not 
exceed one for every thirty thousand ; but each State shall have at least one 
Representative. — Contt. U. S.f Art. I., JSeo. 2.

SECTION VI. 

QUOBUM. 

A majority of each Houee shall constitute a quorum to do business ; but a 
smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and may be authorized to com- 
pel the attendance of abaent members, in such manner, and under such 
penalties as each House may decide. — Contt, U. S.f Art, I, Stc. 6. 

In general, the chair is not to be taken until a quorum for business 
is present ; unless, after due waiting, such a quorum be despaired of, 
when the chair may be taken and the House adjourned. And when- 
ever, during business, it is observed that a quorum is not present, 
any member may call for the House to be counted ; and being found 
deficient, business is suspended. — 2 Hats., 125, 126. 

The President having taken the chair, and a quorum being present, the 
journal of the preceding day shall be read, to the end that any mistake may 
be corrected that shall have been made in the entries.— >£uZe« qf the Senate 1. 

SECTION vn. 

GALL or THB HOUSE. 

On a call of the House, each person rises up as he is called, and 
answereth ; the absentees are then only noted, but no excuse to be 
made till the House be fully called over. Then the absentees are 
called a scond time, and if still absent, excuses are to be heard. — 
Ord. IT. of C. 92. 

They rise, that their persons may be recognized ; the voice, in such 
a crowd, being an insufficient verification of their presence ; bat in 
80 small a body as the Senate of the United States, the trouble of 
rising cannot be necessary. 
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Orders for calls on different days may subsist at the same time.

SECTION vin. 

ABSBNOB. 

No member shall abient himtelf from the serTiee of the Senate without 
leave of the Senate first obtidned. And in ease a less number than a qnomm 
of the Senate shall eonyenoi they are hereby authorized to send the Sergeant- 
at-Arms, or any other person or persons by them anthoriied, for any or all 
absent membersi as the majority of such members present shall agree, at the 
expense of such absent members, respectively, unlessusuch excuse for non- 
attendance shall be made, as the Senate, when a quorum is conyened, shall 
judge sufficient ; and in that case tbe expense shall be paid out of the oon- 
tingent fund. And this rule shall apply as well to the first conyention of the 
Senate at the legal time of meeting, as to each day of the session, after the 
hour is arrived to which the Senate stood adjourned.— £«2e 8. 

SECTION IX. 

SPEAKER. 

The Vice Preeident of the United States shall be President of the Senate, 
but shall have no vote unless they be equally divided.— CoMf. CT. JS,, Art, I, 
Sec, 8, 

Tbe Senate shall choose their other officers, and also a President pro tem- 
pore in the absence ef the Vice President, or when he shall exercise the offloe 
of President of the United States.— Cojut. IT. S., Art, I, ^ec. 8. 

The House of Bepresentatives shall choose their Speaker and other offloexs. 
-^Contt, U, Sp Art, I, Sec. 2. 

When but one person is proposed, and no objection made, it has not 
been usual in Parliament to put any question to the House ; but with- 
out a question, the members proposing him conduct him to the chair. 
But if there be obj'ections, or another proposed, a question is put by 
the clerk. — 2 Edta,^ 168. As are also questions of adjournment. — 6 
Grei/f 406. Where the House debated and exchanged messages and 
answers with the King for a week, without a speaker, till they were 
prorogued. They have done it de die in diem for fourteen days. — 1 
Chmid,^ 881, 885. 

In the Senate, a President pro-tempore, in the absence of the Tice President, 
is proposed and chosen by ballot. His offloe is understood to be determined 
on the Tice President appearing and taking thechairi or at the meeting of the 
Senate after the first recess.— Fide JBide 28.

ADDRESS. 

Tbe Prerident tballi from time to time, giro to the Oongress Information of 
the state of the Union, and recommend to their eonslderation such measures 
as he shall Judge necessary and expedient.— (7on«t. V. JS., Art, II, Sec. 3. 

A joint address from both Houses of Parliament is read by the 
Speaker of the House of Lords. It may be attended by both Houses 
in a body, or by a committee from each House, or by the two Speak- 
ers only. An address of the House of Commons only may be pre- 
sented by the whole house, or by the Speaker. — ^9 Orei/y 473, 1 
Chandler. 298, 301, or by such particular members as are of the Privy 
Council— -2 Hate, 276, 



SECTION XL 



OOMMITTEBS.* 

Standing committees, as of priyileges and elections, etc., are usu- 
ally appointed at the first meeting, to continue through the session. 
The person first named is generally permitted to act as chairman. 
But this is a matter of courtesy : every committee having a right to 
elect their own chairman, who presides over them, puts questions, 
and reports their proceedings to the House.— 4 Inst, 11, 12. — JScob,, 
t— 1 Grey, 112. 

At these committees the members are to speak standing, and not 
sitting ; though there is reason to conjecture it was formerly other- 
wise.— D'jB'uws, 630 col, 1—4 FaH, Hist, 440—2 Hats. 77. 

Their proceedings are not to be published, as they are of no force, 
tiU confirmed by the House. — Rushw., part 3, vol. 2, 74 — 3 Grey, 401 
— 8cob. 39. Nor can they receive a petition but through the House. 
—9 Grey, 412. 

When a committee is charged with an inquiry, if a member proved 
to be involved, they cannot proceed against him, but must make a 
special report to the House ; whereupon the member is heard in his 
place, or at the bar, or a special authority is given to the committee 
to enquire concerning him. — 9 Grey, 623. 

So soon as the House sits, and a committee is notified of it, the 
chairman is in duty bound to rise instantly, and the members to at- 
tend the services of the House.

COMMITTEE 01* THE WHOLE. 



The speech, message, and other matters of great concernment, are 
usually referred to a committee of the whole House — 6 Chey, 311, 
where general principles are digested in the form of resolutions, 
which are debated and amended until they get into a shape which 
meets the approbation of a majority. These being reported and con- 
firmed by the House, are then referred to one or more select commit- 
tees, accordiog as the subject divides itself into one or more bills — 
Scob. 36, 44. Propositions for any charge on the people are especially 
to be first made in a committee of the whole — 8 HaU. 127. Vide 
Rules H. R. 123, 124. The sense of the whole is better taken in com- 
mittee, because in all committees every one speaks as often as he 
pleases. — Scob. 49 — Vide Rules H, R. 125. They generally acquiesce 
in the chairman named by the speaker ; but, as w^ as all other com- 
mittees, have a right to elect one, some member, by consent, putting 
the question.— /Sco6. 36—3 Grey, 301,— Ficfe Rules K R. 118. The 
form of going from the House into committee, is for the Speaker, oi^ 
motion, to put the question that the House do now resolve itself into 
a committee of the whole, to take under consideration such a matter, 
naming it. If determined in the affirmative, he leaves the chair, and 
takes a seat elsewhere, as anv other member ; and the person appoint- 
ed chairman seats himself at the clerk's table. — Scob, 36 — Vide Rides 
H. R. 118. Their quorum is the same as that of the House ; and if a 
defect happens, the chairman, on a motion and question rises ; the 
Speaker resumes the chair, and the chairman can make no other 
report than to inform the House of the cause of their dissolution. If 
a message is announced during a committee, the Speaker takes the 
chair, and receives it, because the committee cannot. — 2 Hats. 125, 126. 

In a committee of the whole, the tellers, on a division, differing as 
to numbers, great heats and confusion arose, and danger of a decision 
by the sword. The Speaker took the chair, the mace was forcibly 
laid on the table : whereupon the members retiring to their places, 
the Speaker told the House ** he had taken the chair without an order 
to bring the House into order." Some excepted against it; but it was 
generally approved as the only expedient to suppress disorder. And 
every member was required, standing up in his place, to engage that 
he would proceed no further, in consequence of what had happened 
in the grand committee, wh<ch was done.^-8 Greyf 139. 

A committee of the whole being broken up in disorder, and the 
chair resumed by the Speaker without an order, the House was 
adjourned. The next day the committee was considered as thereby 
dissolved, and the subject again before the House ; and it was decided 
in the House, without returning into committee. — 3 Grey, 180. 

No previous question can be put in a committee; nor can this com* 
mittee adjourn as others may ; but if their business is unfinished they 
rise on a question, the House is resumed, and the chairman reports 
that the committee of the whole have, according to order, had under 
their consideration such a matter, and have made progress therein ; 
2 
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but not haying time to go through the same, have directed him to ask 
leave to sit agaiu. Whereupon, a question is put on their having 
leave, and on the time when the House will again resolve itself into 
a committee. — 8eob. 88. But if they have gone through the matter 
referred to them, a member moves that the committee may rise, and 
the chairman report their proceedings to the House, which being 
resolved, the chairman rises, the Speaker resumes the chair, the 
chairman informs him that the committee have gone through the 
business referred to them, and that he is ready to make report when 
the House shall think proper to receive it If the House have time 
to receive it, there is usually a cry of ^^ Now, now,*' whereupon he 
makes the report ; but if it be late, the cry is, " To-morrow, to-mor- 
row," or ** Oc Monday," etc. ; or a motion is made to that effect, and 
a question put, that it be received to-morrow, &c. — Scob. 88. 

In other things the rules of proceedings are to be the same as in the 
House. — Scob. 89. 



SECTION XIII. 



EXAMINATION OF WITNESSES. 



Common fame is a good ground for the House to proceed by inquiry, 
and even to accusation. — Resolutions of House of Commons^ 1 Carl. 1, 
1626--i2i«A. />«. PaW.lI5— 1 Grey, 16,22,92—8 Grey 21, 23, 27, 45. 

Witnesses are not to be introduced but where the House has previ- 
ously instituted an inquiry, 2 Hals. 102, nor then are orders for their 
attendance given blank — 8 Grey, 61. 

When any person is examined before a committee, or at the bar 
of the House, any member wishing to ask the person a question, must 
address it to the Speaker or chairman, who repeats the question to 
the person, or says to him, '* You hear the question, answer it." But 
if the propriety of the question be objected to, the Speaker directs 
the witness, counsel and parties to withdraw ; for no question can be 
moved or put, or debated while they are there — 2 Hats, 108. Some- 
times the questions are previously settled in writing before the wit- 
ness enters. — ^2 Hals. 106, 107 — 8 Grey, 64. The questions asked must 
be entered in the journals. — 8 Grey, 81. But the testimony given in 
answer before the House, is never written down ; but before a com- 
mittee it must be, for the information of the House, who are not pres- 
ent to hear it. — 7 Grey^ 62, 884. 

If either House have occasion for the presence of a person in cus- 
tody of the other, they ask the other leave that he may be brought 
up to them in custody. — 3 Hats. 62. 

A member in his place gives information to the House of what he 
](nows of any matter under hearing at the bar — Jour. H. of C, Jan. 
22, 1744, 6. 

Either House may request, but not command, the attendance of 
a member of the other. They are to make the request by messajre to 
the other House and to express clearly the purpose of attendance, that 
no improper subject of .examination may be tendered to him. The 
House then gives leave to the member to attend, if he choose it; wait- 
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ing first to know from the member himself whether he chooses to 
attend, till which they do not take the message into consideration. 
But when the Peers are sitting as a court of Criminal Judicature, 
they may order attendance ; unless where it be a case of impeach- 
ment by the Commons. There is to be a request. — 8 JSaU. 17 — 9 
Qrey^ 806, 406—10 Qrey, 188. 

Counsel are to be heard only on private, not on public bills ; and 
on such points of law only as the House shall direct. — 19 Orey^ 61. 



SECTION xrv. 



ABRANGBMENT OF BUSINESS. 

The Speaker is not precisely bound to any rules as to what bills or 
other matter shall be first taken up, but is left to his own discretion, 
unless the House on a question decide to take'up a particular subject. 
— Ifakew, 136. 

A settled order of business is, however, necessary for the govern- 
ment of the presiding person, and to restrain individual members from 
calling up favorite measures, or matters under their special patron- 
age, out of their just turn. It is useful also for directing the discre- 
tion of the House, when they are moved to take up a particular mat- 
ter, to the prejudice of others, having a priority of right to their at- 
tention in the general order of business. 

In Senate, the bills and other papers which are in possesion o;f the ITonse, 
and in a state to be anted upon, are ananged every morning, and brought oa 
in the following order : 

1. Bills ready for a second readlnflr are read, that they may be referred to 
committee, and so pat under way. Bat if, on their being read, no mo^'ioa is 
made for commitment, they are then laid on the table in the general file, to 
be taken up in their just tarn. 

2. After twelve o'clock, bills ready for it are pat on their passage. 

8. Reports in possession of the Hoase, which offer grounds for a bill, are to 
be taken up, that the bill may be ordered in. 

4. Bills or other matter before the House, and unfinished on the preceding 
day, whether taken up in turn, or on special order, are entitled to be resumed, 
and passed on through their present stage. 

6. These matters being despatched, for preparing and expediting business, the 
general file of bills and other papers is taken up, and each article of it is 
brought on according to its seniority, reckoned by the date of its first intro- 
duction to the House. Reports on bills belong to the dates of their bills. 
ilhe arrangement of the business of the Senate is now as follows : 
. Motions preTiously submitted. 

2. Reports of committees preTiously made. 

8. Bills from the House of Representatives, and those introduced on leave, 
which have been read the first time, are read the second time, and if not re- 
ferred to committee, are considered in committee of the whole, and proceeded 
with as in other oases. 

4. After twelve o'clock, engrossed bills of the Senate, and bills of the House 
of Representatives, on the third reading are put on their passai^e. 

6. If the above are finished before one o'clock, tbe general file of bills, con- 
tistingof those reported from committees on the second reading, and those re- 
ported flrom committees after having been referred, are taken up in the order 
Ui which they are reported to the Senate by the respective committees. 

6. At one o'clock. If no business be pendinir, or if no motion be made to 
proceed to other business, the special orders are called, at the head of which 
•taod the unflnUhed business of th* j^rcceding day.— Vt'de JMe$ H. B., 19 to 
27, incltdive. 
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la tbii wsy we do set wMto 9mx tiaie in debatinf what ■hall be taken «p; ipe 
do one thiof at a time, follow «p a sabjeek while it ia freeh, and till it ia dona 
with ; dear tbe Hooee of biuineM, gradacim, ae it iabronsbt on, and preyent, 
(o a eertaio d^reo, ito ImmenM aeeumnlatioa towarda the close of the aes- 
fion. 

AirasffemoBty bowercr, esa only take hold of matters ia poaaeaaloB of the 
Hoofe. Hew matter maj be moTod at any time, when no question ii before 
the Hooa«. Bneh are, original motioni, and report! on billi. So ch are, bills 
from the other Hoiiae, whieh are reeelTod at all times, and receiTe their first 
reading as soon aa the qneation then before the Hoose is disposed of ; and biUa 
brought in on leaTo, whieh are read first whenerer presented. So, messagea 
frf^m (be other llonae, respecting amendments to bills, are taken up as soon 
as the House is clear of a qn^tion, unless they require to be printed, for bet- 
ter c-nsileration. Orders of the day may be called for, oTen when another 
question li before the llouse. 



SECTION XV. 



OBDEB. 

Each House may determine tbe rules of its proceedings ; punish its mem- 
bers tor disorderly bebayior ; and, alth the concurrence of two-tliizds, expel 
a mem ber. — Const. 1, 6. * 

In Parliament, " instances make order/* jemt Speaker Ondow^ 2 HaU,^ 
144 ; but what is done only by one Parliament, cannot be called <$ua- 
tom of Parliament: by Prynne, 1, Grey^ 52. 

SECTION XVL 

ORDERS RB8PS0TING PAPERS. 

The clerk is to let no journals, records, accounts or papers, be taken 
from the table, or out of his custody.— 2 HaU,^ 198, 194. 

Mr. Prynne having, at a committee of the whole, amended a mis- 
take in a' bill, without order or knowledge of the committee, was re* 
primanded. — 1 Chand., 11, 

A bill being missing, the House resolved, that a protestation should 
be made and subscribed by the members, ** before Almighty God and 
this honorable House, that neither myself nor any other, to my knowl- 
edge, have taken away, or do at this present, conceal a bill entitled,**

After a bill is engrossed, it is put into the Speaker's hands, and he 
is not to let any one have it to look into it. — Toim. col.^ 209. 

SECTION XVII. 
ORDER IN DEBATE. 

When the Speaker is seated in his chair, every member is to sit in

When any member means to speak, he is to stand up in bis place, 
uncovered, and to address himself, not to the House, or any particu- 
lar member, but to the Speaker, who calls him by his name, that the 
House may take notice, who it is that speaks. — 8cob. 6— i^'^ioet, 487,

Speaker/' aod shall confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personality.— JEuIe £r. ie.

When a member stands up to speak, no question is to be put ; but 
he is to be heard, unless the House overrule him.— 4 Grey^ 890 — 6 
Grey, 6, 143. 

If two or more rise to speak nearly together, the Speaker deter- 
mines who was first up, and calls him by name ; whereupon he pro- 
ceeds, unless he voluntarily sits down, and gives way to the other.

In the Senate of the United States, the President's decisien is without ap< 
peal. Their rule is in these words : When two memhers riie at the tame ttme, 
thf Pretident thall name the perton to speak ; but in all cases j the member who 
shall first rise and address the chair, Shall speak first.— Aute 6. 

No man can speak more than once to the same bill, on the same 
day : or even on another day, if the debate be adjourned. But if it 
be read more than once in the same day, he may speak once at every 
reading. Co. 12, llQ—ffakew. US—Scob, 68—2 ffata. 76. Even a 
change of opinion does not give a right to be heard a second time. — 
Smyth Comw. L. 2, c. 3 — Arcan, Pari. 17. 

The oorr«Bponding rule of the Senate is in these words : No member shall 
speak more than twice in any one debate on the same day, without leave of 
the Senate. — Rule 4. 

No member shall speak more than once to the same question, without leave 
of the House, unless he be the mover, proposer, or introducer of the matter 
pending ; in which case he shall be permitted to speak in reply, but not until 
every member choosing to speak sbali have spoken. — Rule H. R, 32. 

But he may be permitted to speak again to clear a matter of fact.

Nevertheless, though the Speaker may 
of right speak to matters of order, and be the first heard, he is re- 
strained from speaking on any other subject, except where the House 
have occasion for facts within his knowledge ; then he may, with their 
leave, state the matter of fact. — 3 Grey, 88. 
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No one is to speak impertinently or beside the question, superflu- 
ously or tediously.— 5co6. 81, 82—2 Hcda. 166, 168— J9a2e. Pari 183. 

No person is to use indecent language against the proceedings of the 
House, no prior determination of which is to be reflected on by any 
member, unless he means to conclude with the motion to rescind it. 
2 HaU. 169, 170 — Rushw.p. 3 v. 1, fol. 42. But while a proposition is 
under consideration, it is still in fieri, though it has even been re- 
ported by a committee, reflections on it are no reflections on the 
House.— 9 Grey, 808. 

No person, in speaking, is to mention a member then present by his 
name ; but to describe him by his seat in the House, or who spoke 
last, or on the other side of the question, &c. — Mem. m ffakew, — 8 
Smyth*8 Comw. L. 2, c. 3 ; not to digress from the matter to fall upon 
the person. — Scob. 81 — Hale, Pari. 183 — 2 JIai8. 166, by speaking, re- 
viling, nipping, or unmannerly words against a particular member. — 
Smyth's Comw. L. 2 c. 3. The consequence of a measure may be rep- 
robated in strong terms, but to arraign the motives of those who pro- 
pose or advocate it, is a personality, and against order. Qui digreditur 
a meteria ad personum, Mr. Speaker ought to suppress. — Ord. Com, 
1604, Apr, 19. 

When a member shall be ealled to order by the President, or a Senator, be 
shall sit downf and every question ont of order shall be decided by the Presi- 
dent, without debate, subject to an appeal to the Senate, and the President 
may call for the sense of the Senate on any question of order. — JZuleS. 

While the speaker is putting any question, or addressing the House, none 
shall walk ou*^^ of or cross the Bouse ; nor, in such case, or when a member is 
speaking, shall entertain private discourse ; nor while a member is speaking 
shall pars between him and the Chair. Every member shall remain uncorered 
during the session ot the House. Mo member or other person shall Tisit or 
remain by the Clerk's table while the ayes and noee are calling, or ballots are 
counting.— .£u2« H. JR. 84. 

No one is to disturb another in his speech, by hissing, coughing, 
spitting, 6 Grey^ 832 — Sa^. 8 — UEwes, 332, col. 1 ; nor stand up to in- 
terrupt him, Tovm, col, 205 — Mem, in Hakew, 31 ; nor to pass between 
the Speaker and the speaking member ; nor to go across the House, 
8cob. 6 ; or to walk up and down it; or to take books or paper from 
the table, or write there. — 2 Hats. 17Y. 

Nevertheless, if a member finds it is not th^ intention of the House 
to hear him, and that by conversation or any other noise, they en- 
deavor to drown his voice, it is the most prudent way to submit to 
the pleasure of the House and sit down ; for it scarcely ever happens 
that they are guilty of this piece of ill manners without sufficient 
reason, or inattentive to a member who says anything worth their 
hearing.— 2 iTote. 77, 78. 

If repeated calls do not produce order, the Speaker may call by 
his name any member obstinately persisting in irregularity ; where- 
upon the House may require the member to withdraw. He is then to 
be heard in exculpation, and to withdraw. Then the Speaker states 
the offence committed, and the House considers the degree of punish- 
ment they will inflict— 2 Hais. 166, 7, 8, 172. 

For instance of assaults and affrays in the House of Oommons, 
and the procedings there, see 1 Pet, Miae, 82 — 8 Ghrey^ 8, 128 — Grey^ 
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828—6 Qrey^ 38—26 Qrey, 204—10 Qrey, 8. Whenever warm words 
or an assault have passed between members, the House for the pro- 
tection of tneir members, requires them to declare in their places not 
to prosecute any quarrel, Qrey^ 128, 298 — 6 Qrey^ 289 ; or orders 
them to attend the Speaker, who is to accommodate their diiferences, 
and to report to the House, 3 Chrty^ 419 ; and they are put under re* 
straint, if they refuse, or until they do. — 9 Orey^ 234, 812. 

Disorderly words are not to be noticed till the member has finished 
his speech. h—Qrey^ 856 — 6 Orey^ 60. Then the person objecting to 
them, and desiriog them to be taken down by the clerk at tbe table, 
must repeat them. The Speaker then may direct the clerk to take 
them down in his minutes. But if he thinks them not disorderly, he 
delays the direction. If tbe call becomes pretty general, he orders the 
clerk to take them down, as stated by the objectiog member. They are 
then part of his minutes, and when read to the offending member, 
he may deny they were his words, aud the House must then decide 
by a question whether they are his words or not. Then the member 
way justify them or explain the sense in which he used them or 
apologize. If the House is satisfied, no further proceeding is neces- 
sary. But if two members still insist to take the sense of the House, 
the member must withdraw before that question is stated, and then 
the sense of the House is to be taken.— 2 Hali. 199 — 4 Qrty^ 1*70 — 6 
Qreyy 59. When any member has spoken, or other business inter- 
vened, after offensive words spoken, they cannot be taken notice of 
for censure. And this is for the common security of all, and to pre- 
vent mistakes, which must happen, if words are not taken down im- 
mediately. Formerly, they might be taken down at any time the 
same day. — 2 HaU. 196 — Mem. vn Hakefw. '71 — 3 Chrey^ 48 — 9 Chrey, 614. 

Disorderly words spoken in a committee, must be written down as 
in the House ; but the committee can only report them to the House 
for animadversion. — 6 Grey^ 4'7. 

The rule of the Senate iays, If a member be called to order for words spo- 
ken, tbe excptional words shall be immediately taken down in writing, that 
the President may be better enabled to judge.— £u/e 7. 

In Parliment, to speak irreverently or seditiously against the King, 
is against order. — 8myih^8 Oomw. L. 2, c. 8 — 2 HclU. 170. 

It is a breach of order in debate to notice what has been said on the 
same subject in the other House, or the particular votes or majorities 
on it there ; because the opinion of each House should be left to its 
own independency, not to be influenced by the proceedings of the oth- 
er; and the quoting them might beget reflections leading to misunder- 
standing between the two Houses. — 8 Grey^ 22. 

Neither House can exercise any authority over a member or ofiQcer 
of the other, but should complain to the House of which he is, and 
leave the punishment to them. Where the complaint is of words 
disrespectfully spoken by a member of another House, it is difficult to 
obtain punishment ; because of the rules supposed necessary to be 
observed (as to the immediate noting down of words) for the security 
of members. Therefore, it is the duty of the House, and more partic- 
ularly of the Speaker,- to interfere immediately, and not to permit ex- 
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pressions to go unnoticed, which may give ground of complaint to the 
other House, and introduce proceedinfirs and mutual accusations 
between the two Houses, which can nardlj be termintated without 
difficulty and disorder. — 3 Hais, 51. 

No member may be present when a bill, or any business concern- 
ing himself, is debating ; nor is any member to speak to the merits of 
it till he withdraws.— 2 Hais, 219. The rule is that if a charge 
against a member arise out of a report of a committee, or examina- 
tion of witnesses, in the House, as the member knows from that to 
what points he is to direct his exculpation, he may be heard to those 
points, before any question is moved or stated against him. He is 
then to be heard, and withdraw before any question is moved. But 
if the question itself is the charge, as for the breach of order, or mat- 
ter arising in debate, there the matter must be stated, that is, the 
question must be moved, himself heard and then to withdraw. — 2 
Hatn. 121, 122. 

Where the private interests of a member are concerned in a bill or 
question, he is to withdraw. And where such an interest has ap- 
peared, his voice has been disallowed, even after a division. In a case 
so contrary, not only to the laws of decency,but to the fundamental 
principles of the social compact, which denies to any man to be a 
judge of his own ca^, it is for the honor of the House that this rule 
of immemorial observance should be strictly adhered to. — 2 Hats. 
119, 121—6 Grey, 868. 

No man is to come into the House with his head covered, nor to 
remove from one place to the other with his hat on, nor is to put on 
his hat in coming in; or removing, until he be sit down in his place. 
—8cd). 6. 

A question of order may be adjourned to give time to look into 
precedents. — 2 Hats. 118. 

Id the Fenatn of ^he United States, every question of order is to be decided 
by the President, without debate ; but if there be a doubt in his miod, he 
may cali for the avose of the Senate. — Rule 6. 

It' any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules of the House, 
the Speaker shall, or any member may, call to order ; in which case the mem- 
ber so called to order sha 1 immediately sit down, unless permitted to 
explain ; and the House shall, if appealed to, decide on the case, but wirhnut 
debate ; it there be no appeal, the decipinn of the Chair shall be submitted to. 
If the deci ion be in favor of the m(>mber called to order, he shall be at liberty 
to proceed ; if otherwise, he shall not be permitted to proceed, in case any 
member object, without leave of the House; and if the case require it, he 
shall be liable to the censure of the House.— jBule H. B. 29. 

In Parliment, all decisions of the Speaker may be controlled by 
the House.— 3 Grey, 318. 

SECTION XVII. 



ORDERS OF THE HOUSE. 



Of right, the door of the House ought not to be shut, but to be kept 
by porters, or sergeants-at-arms, assigned for that purpose. — Mod, 
ten. Pari 23. 
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By the rule of the Senate, on motion made and f eoonded, to shut the doors 
of the Senate, on the discussion of any husiness which may, in the opinion of 
a member, require secrecy, the President snail direct the gallery to be cleared, 
and during the discussion of such motion the door sball remain shut. — Rule 18. 

No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any person or persons whatso- 
ever within the doors of the Senate chamber, to present any petition, memo- 
rial, or address, or to hear any such read. — JSule 19. 

The only case where a member has a right to insist on any thing is, 
where he calls for the execution of a subsisting order of the House. 
Here, there having been already a resolution, any member has a right 
to insist that the Speaker, or any other whose duty it is, shall carry it 
into execution ; and no debate or delay can be had on it. Thus any 
member has a right to have the house or gallery cleared of strangers, 
an order existing for that purpose ; or to have the House told when 
there is not a quorum present. — 2 Hats. 87, 129. How far an order of 
the House is binding, see ffakevo^ 392. 

But where an order is made that any particular matter be taken up 
on any particular day, there a question is to be put when it is called 
for. Whether the House will now proceed to that matter ? Where 
orders of the day are on important or interesting matter, they ought 
not to be proceeded on till an hour at which the House is usually full 
— (which in Senate is at noon.) 

Orders of the day may be discharged at any time, and a new one 
made for a different day. — 3 Grei/^ 48, 313. 

When a session is drawing to a close, and the important bills are all 
brought in, the House, in order to prevent interruption from further 
unimportant bills, sometimes come to a resolution, that no new bill be 
brought in, except it be sent from the other House. — 3 G^ey, 166. 

All orders of the House determine with the session ; and one taken 
under such an order, may, after the session is ended, be discharged 
on Habeas Corpus. — Raym^ 120 — Jacobs^ L. D. by Ruff head — Parlia- 
ment^ 1 Lev. 165, Pntchard'a case. 

Where the Oonstitu ion authorises each House to determine the rule of its 
proceeding!), it must mean in those eases, legislative, executive, or judiciary, 
submitted to them by the Conatitution, or in somnthing relating to these, and 
necessary towards their execution. But orders and resolutions are sometimes 
enters din the journals, having no relation to these, such as acceptances of in- 
vitations to attend orations, to take part in proceseions, etc. These must be 
understood to be merely conventional among those who are willing to partici- 
pate in the ceremony, and are therefore perhaps improperly placed among the 
records of the House. 

SECTION XIX. 
PETITIONS. 



A petition prays something. A remonstrance has no prayer. — 1 
Orey, 68. 

Petitions must be subscribed by the petitioners, 8cob. 87 — L, Pari, 
e. 22 — ^9 Qrey^ 862, unless they are attending, 1 Orey^ 401, ]or unable to 
sign and averred by a member, 3 Grey, 418. But a petition not sub- 
scribed, but which the member presenting it affirmed to be all in the 
handwriting of the petitioner, and hia name written in the beginning 
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was on the question, (Haroh 14, 1800,) reoeived by the Senate. The 
averment of a member, or somebody without doors, that they know 
the handwriting of the petioners, is necessary, if it be questioned. — 
6 Orey^ 86. It must be presented by a member, not by the petition- 
ers, and must be opened by him, holding it in his hand, 10 Grey, 67. 

B«for6 any petition or memorial addreesed to the Senate, shall he receiTed 
and read at the tahle, whether the name shall he introduced hy the President 
or a member, a brief statement of the contents of the petition or memorial 
shall verbally be made by the intradueer — B^e 24. 

Petitions, memorials, and other papers addressed to the House, shall be 
prevented by the Speaker, or by a member in his place; a brief statement of 
tbe conteiits thereot shall be made verbally by the introducer : they shallnot 
be debated on the day of their being presented, nor on any day assigned by 
the House for the receipt of petitions after the first thirty days of the session, 
unless where the House shall direct otherwise, but shall lie on the table, to be 
taken up in the order in which they were presented.— JBuZ« H. B. 66. 

Regularly a motion for receiving it must be made and seconded, 
and a question put, whether it shall be received ? But a cry from the 
House ot ** Received," or even its silence, dispenses with the form- 
ality of this question; it is then to be read at the table, and disposed 
of. 



SECTION XX. 



MOTIONS. 

When a motion has been made, it is not to be put to the question, 
or debate, until it is seconded. — Scob.^ 21. 

The Senata say, No motion shall be debated until the same shall be second* 
ed.— £«/« 9. 

It is then, and not till then, in possession of tbe House. It is to be 
put in writing, if the House or Speaker require it, and must be read 
to the House by the Speaker as often as any member desire ?t A^or his 
information. — 2 HaU,^ 82. 

The rule of the Senate Is, when a motion shall be made and seconded, it 
shall be reduced to writing, it desired by the President or any member, deliv- 
ered in at the table, and read by the President, before the same shall be de- 
bated. — Bvlt 10. 

When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by the Speaker ; or, 
befng in writing, it shall be handed to tne Ohair, and read aloud by the Cle rk 
before debated Bult H. B. 88. 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Speaker or any member 
desire it,— Bule H. B, 89. 



It might be asked whether a motion for adjournment, or for the 
orders of the day, can be made by any one member while another is 
speaking ? It cannot. When two members offer to speak, he who 
rose first is to be heard, and it is a breach of order in another to 
interrupt him, unless by calling him to order if he depart from it. 
And the question of order being decided he is still to be heard 
through. A call for adjournment, or for the order of the day, or for 
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the question, by gentlemen from their seats, is not a motion. No 
motion can be made without arising and addressing the Chair. Such 
calls are themselves breaches of order, which though the member 
who has risen may respect as an expression of impatience of the 
House, against further debate, yet, if he chooses, he has a right to 
go on. 

SECTION XXI. 

BB80LUTI0NS. 

When the House commands, it is by an " order.** But facts, princi- 
ples, their own opinions, and purposes, are expressed in the form of 
resolutions. 

A resolution for an allowaneo of money to the olerks being moTed, it was 
objected to as not in order, and so ruled by theOhair. But on appeal to the 
Senate, (i. e., a call for their sense bf the President, on account of doubt In 
his mind, according to Bnle 16,) the decision was oyerruled. — Joum* Sen. 
June 1, 1780. I presume the doubt was, whether an allowance of money oould 
be made otherwise than by bill. 

SECTION xxn. 

BILLS. 

Every bill shall reeelTe three readings prerions to Its being fMStod ; and tho 
President shaU gire notice at each, wbether it be the first, second, or third ; 
which reading shall be on three different days, unless the Senate unanimous- 
ly direct otherwise.— JB«2< 26 . 

Every bill shall be introduced on the report of a committee, or by motion 
for leave. In the latter case, at least one day's noiioe shall be given of the 
motion ; and the motion shall be made, and the bill introduoedy if loave is 
given, when resolutions are oalled for ; such motion, or tho bill when iatro- 
dueed, may be committed.— J2«<e JET. X, 108. 



SECTION xxm. 

BILLS, LEAYB TO BBING IN. 

One day's notice, at least, shall be given of an intended motion for leaTO to 
bring in a bill — J2«rfe26. 

When a member desires to bring In a bill on any subject, he statM 
to the House, in general terms, the causes for doing it, and ooncludes 
by moying for leaye to bring in a bill entitled, &c. Leave beinc giv- 
en, on the question, a committee is appointed to prepare and bring in 
the bill. The mover and seconder are always appointed on the oom- 
mittee, and one or more in addition. — JIakew,, IS^-^Scob,^ 40. 

It is to be presented fairly written, without any erasure or interlin- 
eation or the Speaker may refuse it. — Seob,^ 81 — 1 Orey^ S% 84. 
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SECTION xxrv. 

BILLS, FIRST BBADINO. 

When a bill is first presented, the clerk reads it at the table, and 
hands It to the Speaker, who, rising, states to the House the title of 
the bill ; that this is the first time of reading it ; and the question 
will be, Whether it shall be read the second time ? Then sitting 
down, to give an opening for objections ; if none be made, he rises 
again and puts the question. Whether it shall be read a second 
time ? Hakew,^ 187, 141. A bill cannot be amended at the first 
reading. — 6 Grey, 286 ; nor is it usual for it to be opposed then, but 
it may be done and rejected. — D^Bwes, 835, col. 1. — 8 ffata.j 198. 
[Vide Rules H. E, 109.] 

SECTION XXV. 
BILLS, SBGOND BEADING. 

The second reading must regularly be on another day. — Hakew.^ 
143. It is done by the clerk at the table, who then hands it to the 
Speaker. The Speaker, rising, states to the House the title of the 
bill, that this is the second time of reading it, and that the question 
will be, Whether it shall be committed, or engrossed and read a 
third time ? But if the bill came from the other House, as it always 
comes engrossed, he states that the question will be, Whether it 
shall be read a third time ? And before he has so reported the state 
of the bill, no one is to speak to it. — Hakew.y 148, 146. 

In the Senate ot the United States, the President reports the title of the 
bill, that this is the second time of reading it, that it is now to be considered 
as in a committee of the whole, and that the question ti ill be, Whether it 
sball be read a third time f or, that it may be referred to a special committee. 
—VideBuUV. 

SECTION XXVI. 



BILLS, OOMMITMENT, 

If, on motion and question, it be decided that the bill shall be 
committed, it may then be moved to be referred to a committee of 
the whole House, or to a special committee. If the latter, the 
Speaker proceeds to name the committee. Any member also may 
name a single person, and the clerk is to write him down as of the 
committee. But the House have a controlling power over the names 
and number, if a question be moved against any one ; and may in any 
case put in and put out whom they please. 

Those who take exception to some particulars in the bill, are to be 
of the committee. But none who speak directly against the body of 
the bill. For he that would totally destroy would not amend it. 
Hakew.y 146— 7W». co/., 208— 2>*^toe8, 684, cd. 2— Scob.^ 4Y ; or, as 
is said, 6 Chreyy 146, the child is not to be put to a nurse that cares 
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not for it — 6 Ghrty^ 872. It ia therefore a constant rule, ** that no 
man is to be employed in any matter who has declared himself 
against it."--(?r«y, 228. 

And when any member who is against the bill hears himself named 
of its committee, he ought to ask to be excused. Thus, March - 6, 
1606, Mr. Hadley was, on the question being put, excused from being 
of a committee, declaring himself to be against the matter itself. — 
/S<x>6., 48. 

No bill shall be oommitted or amended until it shall hare been twice read, 
after which it may be referred to a committee.-- iZute 27. 

The first reading of a bill shall be for information; and. if op position be made 
to it, the quention shall be <*Shall this bill be rejected? ^ It ne opposition be 
made, or if the question to reject he negatived, the bill shall go to if s second 
readiug without a question. — RvIm^ H.R. 110. 

In the appoiatmeot of the standing committees, the Senate will proceed, by 
ballot, seTcrHUy, to appoint the chairman of each committee, and then by one 
ballot, the other members necessary to complete the same; and a majority of 
the whole number of votes given shall be necessary to the choice of a chair- 
man of a standing committee. All other committees shall be appointed by 
ballot, and a plurality of votes shall make a choice. When any subject or 
matter shall have been referred to a committee, any other subject or matter 
of a similar nature, may, on motion^ be referred to such committee. — IKufe 34.* 

The clerk may deliver the bill to any member of the committee. — 
Tovm. col.f 138. But it is usual to deliver it to him who is first 
named. 

Id some cases, the House nas ordered the committee to withdraw 
immediately iuto the committee-chamber, and act on, and bring back 
the bill, during the sitting of the House. — Scob., 48, {Vide Ewes H, 
R, 102.) 

A committee meets when and where they please, if the House has 
not ordered time and place for them. — 6 Qrey^ 870. But they can 
only act when together, and not by separate consultation and con- 
sent, nothing being the report of the committee, but what has been 
agreed to in committee actually assembled. 

A majority of the committee constitutes a quorum for business. 
JEhyngeh method of passing bills ^ 11. 

Any member of the House may be present at any select commit- 
tee, bat cannot vote, and must give place to all of the committee, 
and must sit below them. — Elsynge^ 12 — Scob.^ 49. 

The committee have full power over the bill, or other paper oom- 
mitted to them, except that they cannot change the title or subject. 
— 8. 

The paper before a committee, whether select or of the whole, may 
be a bill, resolutions, draught of an address, &c., and it may either 
originate with them, or be referred to them. In every case, the 
whole paper Is read first by the clerk, and then by the chairman, by 
paragraphs, Scob.^ 49, pausing at the end of each paragraph, and 
putting questions for amending, if proposed. In the case of resolu- 
tions on distinct subjects, originating with themselves, a question is 
put on each separately, as amended, or unamended, and no final ques- 
tion on the whole. — 3 HcUs,^ 276. But if they relate to the same 
subject, a question is put on the whole. If it be a bill, draught of an 
address, or other paper ori^nating with them, they proceed by para- 
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graphs, patting qaestions for amending, either by inBertion or striking 
out, if proposed ; but no question on agreeing to the paragraphs sep- 
arately. This is reserved to the close, when a question is put on the 
whole for agreeing to it as amended or unamended. But if it be a 
paper referred to them, they proceed to put questions of amendment, 
if proposed, but no final question on the whole, because all parts of 
the paper having been adopted by the House, stand, of course, unless 
altered, or struck out by a yote. Even if they are opposed to the 
whole paper, and think it cannot be made good by amendments, they 
cannot reject it, but must report it back to the House without amend 
ments, and there make their opposition. 

The natural order in considering and amending any paper is, to be- 
gin at the beginning, and proceed through it by paragraphs ; and this 
order is so strictly adhered to in Parliament, that when a latter part 
has been amended, you cannot recur back and make any alteration in 
a former part. — 2 Hods.^ 90. In numerous assemblies, this restraint 
is, doubtless, important. 

But la th« Senate of the United States, though in the main ire consider and 
amend the paragraphs in their natural order, yet recurrences are indalged; 
and they seem en the whole, in that small body, to produce adrantages orer- 
weighing their InoonTenienoes. 

To this natural order of beginning at the beginning, there is a 
single exception found in Parliamentary usage. When a bill is taken 
Qp in committee, or on its second reading, they postpone the pream- 
ble, till the other parts of the bill are gone through. The reason is, 
that on consideration of the body of the bill, such alterations may 
therein be made, as may also occasion the alteration of the preamble. 
—Scob., 60— Y Grey, 431. 

On this head, the following case occurred in the Senate, March 
6, 1800. A resolution which had no preamble, having been already 
amended by the House, so that a few words only of the original 
remained in it, a motion was made to prefix a preamble, which, 
having an aspect very different from the resolution, the mover inti- 
mated that he should afterwards propose a correspondent amend- 
ment in the body of the resolution. It was objected that a preamble 
could not be taken up till the body of the resolution is done r/ltn. 
But the preamble was received ; because we are in fact through the 
body of the resolution we have amended, that as far as amendments 
have been offered, and indeed till little of the original is left, it is 
the proper time, therefore, to consider a preamble ; and whether 
the one offered be consistent with the resolution, is for the House to 
determine. The mover, indeed, has intimated that he shall offer a 
subsequent proposition for the body of the resolution ; but the 
House is not in possession of it ; it remains in his breast, and may be 
withheld. The rules of the House can only operate on what is before 
them. The practice of the Senate, too, allows recurrences backward 
and forward for the purpose of amendments, not permitting amend- 
ments in a subsequent, to preclude those in a prior part, or e cofwerao. 

When a committee is through the whole, a member move that the 
committee may rise, and the chairman report the paper to the House,

with or without amendment, as the case may be. — 2 HcAs, 289, 292 —

When a vote is once passed in a committee, it cannot be altered 
but by the House, their votes being binding on themselves. — 1607, 
June 4. 

The committee may not erase, interline or blot the bill itself ; but 
must, in a paper by itself, set down the amendments, stating the 
words that are to be inserted or omitted, Scob, 60 ; and where, by 
reference to the page, line and word of the bill. — Scob, 60.

The chairman of the committee, standing in his place, informs the 
House, that the committee to whom was referred such a bill, have, 
according to order, had the same under consideration, and have di- 
rected him to report the same without any amendment, or with sun- 
dry amendments, (as the case may be,) which he is ready to do when 
the house pleases to receive it. And he, or any other, may move 
that it may be now received. But the cry of "no«ir, now," from the 
House, generally dispenses with the formality of a motion and ques- 
tion. He then reads the amendments, with the coherence in the bill, 
and opens the alterations, and the reasons of the committee for such 
amendments, until he has gone through the whole. He then delivers 
it at the clerk's table, where the amendments reported are read by 
the clerk, without the coherence ; whereupon the papers lie upon the 
table, till the House, at its convenience, shall take up the report. — 
Scob. 62— ffakew, 148. 

The report being made, the committee is dissolved, and can act no 
more without a new power. — Scob. 61. But it may be revived by a 
vote and the same matter recommitted to them. — 4 Grey^ 361. 

SECTION XXVIII. 



BILL, BEOOMMITMENT. 

After a bill has been committed and reported, it ought not, in an 
ordinary course be recommitted. But in cases of importance, and 
for special reasons, it is sometimes recommitted, and usually to the 
same committee. — Hakew. 161. If a repoft be committed before 
agreed to in the House, what has passed in the committee is of no 
validity ; the whole question is again before the committee, and a 
new resolution must be again moved, as if nothing had passed. — 3 
Hals, 131, note. 

In Senate, January, 1800, the salvage bill was recommitted three 
times after the recommitment. 

A particular clause of a bill may be committed without the whole 
bill. — 3 HaU, 181 ; or so much of a paper to one, and so much to an- 
other committee. 
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SECTION XXIX. 
BILL, BKPOBT TAKEN UP. 

When the report of a paper, originating with a committee, is taken 
up by the House, they proceed exactly as in committee. Here, as in 
committee, when the paragraphs have, on distinct questions, been 
agreed to serMrfim.— 6 Orey, 866—6 Grey, 868—8 Grey, 47, 104, 860 
— 1 Tarhuck^i deb,, 125 — 8 Hats. 848 — ^no question needs be put on the 
whole report. — 6 Grey, 381. 

On taking up a bill reported with amendments, the amendments 
only are read by the clerk. The Speaker then reads the first, and 
puts it to the question ; and so on till the whole are adopted or re- 
jected, before any other amendment be admitted, except it be an 
amendment to an amendment. — Elsynge^B Mem., 23. When through 
the amendments of the committee, the Speaker pauses, and gives time 
for amendments to be proposed in the House to the body of the bill ; 
as he does also if it has been reported without amendments ; putting 
no question but on amendments proposed ; and when through the 
whole, he puts the question, Whether the bill shall be read the third 
time ? 

SECTION XXX 

Q UASI-GOMMITTEB. 

If on the motion and question, the bill be not committed, or if no 
proposition for commitment be made, then the proceedings in the 
Senate of the United States, and in Parliament, are totally different. 
The former shall be first stated. 

The 28th Rule of the Senate says, « All the bills, on a Pecond reading, shall 
first be considered by the Senate in the same manner as if the Senate were in 
committee of the whole before they shall be tak«>n np and proceeded on by the 
Senate agreeably to the standing rales, unless otherwise ordered ;" that Is to 
say, nnlecs ordered to be referred to a special committee. And when the Sen- 
ate phall consider a treaty, bill, or resolution, as in committee of the whole, 
the Vice PreRident, or President pro tempore, may call a member to fill the 
chair, during the time the Senate shall remain in committee of the whole : and 
the chairman so called, shall, during such time, have the power of a President 
pro tempore. 

The proceedings of the Senate, as in a committee of the whole, or in quasi- 
committee, is precisely as in a real committee of the whole, taking no ques- 
tions but on amendments. When through the whole, they consider thequasi- 
oommittee as n»en, the House resumed, without any motion, question or res- 
olution to that effect, and the President reportu, " that the Uouse, acting as 
in committee ot the whole, hare had under their consideration the bill enti- 
tled, &o., and have made sundry amendments, which he will now report to the 
House." The bill is then before them, as it would have been if reported from 
a committee, and questiocs are regularly to be put again on every amendment; 
which being gone through, the President pauses to gire time to the House to 
propose amendments to the body of the bill, and when throughputs the quea- 
tien whether it shall be read the third time ? 

After progress in amending a bill in quasi-oommittee, a motion may be made 
to refer it to a special committee. If the motion prerails, it is equivalent in 
effect to the several votes that the committee rise, the House resume itself) 
discharge the committee of the whole, and refer the bill to a special commit- 
tee. In that case, the amendments already made fall. But if the motion fails, 
the quasi-oommittee stands in ttatu quo. 
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How far does this 28th rule subject the House, when in quasi-com- 
mittee, to the laws which regulate proceedings of committees of the 
whole ? The particulars in which these differ from proceedings in the 
House, are the following: 1. In a committee, every member may 
speak as often as he pleases. 2. The votes of a committee may be 
rejected or altered when reported to the House. 3. A committee, 
even of the whole, cannot refer any matter to another committee. 4. 
In a committee, no previous question can be taken ; the only means 
to avoid an improper discussion, is to move that the committee rise ; 
and if it be apprehended that the same discussion will be attempted 
on returning into committee, the House can discharge them and pro- 
ceed itself on the business, keeping down the improper discussion by 
the previous question. 6. A committee cannot punish a breach of 
order in the House or in the Gallery. — 9 Orey^ 113; it can only rise 
and report it to the House, who may proceed to punish. 

The first and second of these peonliarities attach to the quasi-committee of 
the Senate, as every day's practice proves ; and seem to be the only ones to 
which the 28th rule meant to subject them; for it continues to be a House, 
and therefore, though it acts in some respec's as a oommittf e, in others it 
preserves its character as a Houst* . Thus, 8d. It is in the daily liabit of refer- 
ring its business to a special committee. 4th. It admits the previous question 
if it did not, it would have no means of preveoting an improper discuMion 
but being able, as the committee is, to avoid it by returning into the House 
for the moment it would resume the same subject there, the 20th rule declares 
it again a quasi-committee. dtn. It would doubtless exercise its powers as a 
House on any breach of order. 6th. It takes a question by Yea and Nay as 
the House does. 7th. It receives messages from the President, and the other 
House. 8th. In the midst of a debate, it receives a motion to adjourn, and 
adjourns as a House, not as a committee. 

SECTION XXXI. 

BILLS, 8E00ND BEADING IN THE HOUSE. 

In Parliament, after the bill has been read a second time, if on the 
motion and question, it be not committed, or if no proposition for 
commitment be made, the Speaker reads it by paragraphs, pausing 
between each, but putting no question but on amendments proposed ; 
and when through the whole, he puts the question, Whether it shall 
be read a third time ? if it came from the other House. Or, if origi- 
nating with themselves. Whether it shall be engrossed and read a 
third time ? The Speaker reads sitting, but rises to put a question. 
The clerk stands while he reads. 

But the Senate of the United States is so much in the habit of making many 
and material amendments at a third reading, ihat it has become tne practice 
not to engross a hill till it has passed. An irregular and dangerous practice : 
because, in this way, the paper which pa«se8 the Senate is not tbat which goes 
to the other House ; as the act of the ISenate has never been seen in tbe Sen- 
ate. In redueing numerous, difficult, and illegible amendments into tbe text, 
the secretary may, with the m.st lano6ent intentions, commit errors, which 
can never again be corrected.* 

*Tbi8 difficulty has since been obviated by the following Rule of the Senate: 
(* The final question, upon the second reading cf every bill, or resolution, 
oonstitutionftl amendment, or motion, originating in the Senate, and requiring 
three readings previous, to being passed, shall be. Whether it shall be en- 
grossed and read a tlird time? and no amendment shall be received for dis- 
cussion at the third reading of any bill, lesoiution, amendment, or motion, 
8 
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The bill being now as perfect as its friends can make it, this is the 
proper stage for those fundamentally opposed, to make their first at- 
tack. All attempts at other periods, are with disjointed efforts; be- 
cause many who do not expect to be in favor of the bill, ultimately, 
are willing to let it go on to its perfect state, to take time to examine 
it themselves, and to hear what can be said for it ; knowing that, af- 
ter all, they have sufficient opportunities of giving it their veto. Its 
two last stages, therefore, are reserved for this, that is to say, on the 
question, Whether it shall be engrossed and read a third time ¥ and 
lastly. Whether it shall pass ? The first of these is usually the most 
interresting contest ; because then the whole subject is new and en- 
gaging, and the minds of the members having not yet been declared 
by any trying vote, the issue is the more doubtful. In this stage, 
therefore, it is the main trial of strength between its friends and op- 
ponents ; and it behooves every one to make up his mind decisively 
for this question, or he loses the main battle ; and accident and man- 
agement may, and often do, prevent a successful rallying on the next 
and last question, Whether it shall pass? 

When the bill is engrossed, the title is to be endorsed on the back, 
and not within the bill. — ffakew, 250. 

SECTION XXXII. 

BEADING PAPEBS. 

Where papers are laid before the House, or referred to a commit- 
tee, every member has a right to have them read once at the table, 
before he, can be compelled to vote on them. But it is a great, 
though common error, to suppose that he has a right, totiea qitoUeSf 
to have acts, jonrnals, accounts or papers, on the table, read inde- 
pendently of the will of the House. The delay and interruption 
which this might be made to produce, evince the impossibility of the 
existence of such a right. There is, indeed, so manifest a propriety 
of permitting every member to have as much information as possible 
on every question on which he is to vote, that when he desires the 
reading, if it be seen that it is really for information, and not for de- 
lay, the Speaker directs it to be read without putting a question, if 
no one objects. But if objected to a question must be put. — 2 Ifata, 
IIY, 118. 

It is equally an error to suppose that any member has a right, with- 
out a question put, to lay a book or paper on the table, and have it 
read, on suggesting that it contains matter infringing on the privileges 
of the House.— 2 ffais, 117, 118. 

For the same reason, a member has not a right to read a paper in 
his place, if it be objected to, without leave of the House. But this 

unless by unanimous consent of the members present ; but it shall at all times 
be in order, before the final passage of any such bill, resolution, constitution- 
al amendment, or motion, to move its commitment ; and should such com- 
mitment take place, and any amendment be reported by the eommittee,the saia 
bill, resolution, constitutional amendment, or motion, shall be again reads 
second ime, and considered as in committee of the whole, and then the afore- 
said question shall be again put." 
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rigor is never exercised but where there is an intentional or gross 
abuse of the time and patience of the House. 

A member has not a right even to read his own speech, committed 
to writing, without leave. This, also, is to prevent an abuse of time ; 
and therefore is not refused but where that is intended. — 2 Orey^ 227. 

A report of a committee of the Senate on a bill from the House of 
Representatives being under consideration, on motion that the re- 
port of the committee of the House of Representatives on the same 
bill be read in the Senate, it passed in the negative. — Fd>, 28, 1793. 

Formerly when papers were referred to a committee, they used to 
be first read, but of late, only the title ; unless a member insists they 
shall be read, and then nobody can oppose it. — 2 HaU. 117. 

SECTION xxxm. 

PRIYILSOED QUSLTIONS. 

When a question U under debate, no motion Bhall be received but to ad- 
journ, to lie on tne table, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a day cer- 
tain, to commit, or to amend \ which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order they stand arranged, and the motion for adyoarnment shall always 
be in order, and be decided without debate. — Rule 11. 

When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received but to ad- 
journ, to lie on the table, for the prerious question, to postpone to a day 
certain, to commit or amend, to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions 
shall have precedence in the order in which thuy are arranged ; and no motion 
to postpone to a day certain, to commit, or to postpone indefinitely, being de- 
cided, shall be again allowed on the same day, and at the same stage of the bill 
or proposition. A motion to strike out the enacting words of a bill shall have 
precedence of a motion to amend, and, if carried, shall be equiyalent to its 
rejection. — Eulea H. B., 41« 

It is no possession of a bill unless it be delivered to the clerk to be 
read, or the Speaker reads the title. — Lex, Pari. 274 — EUrynge Mem, 
86 — Ord. House of Commom^ 64. 

It is a general rule that the question first moved and seconded, shall 
be first put. — Scob. 21, 22 — 2 Hats, 81. But this rule gives way to 
what may be' called privileged questions ; and the privileged questions 
are of different grade among themselves. 

A motion to adjourn simply takes place of all others ; for, other- 
wise the House might be kept sitting against its will, and indefinitely. 
Tet this motion cannot be received after another question is actually 
put, and while the House is engaged in voting. 

Orders of the day take the place of all other questions, except for 
adjournment. That is to say, the question which is the subject of an 
order, is made a privileged one pro hoc vice. The order is a repeal of 
the general rule as to this special case. When any member moves, 
therefore, for the orders of the day to be read, no further debate is 
permitted on the question which was before the House, for if the de- 
bate might proceed, it might continue through the day, and defeat the 
order. This motion, to entitle it to precedence, must be for the or- 
ders generally, and not for anyparticular one ; and if it be carried on 
the question — ** Whether the House will noif proceed to the orders of 
the day ?" they must be read and proceeded on in the course in which 
they stand. — 2 Hats. 83. For priority of order gives priority of right, 
which cannot be taken away but by another special order. 
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After these, there are other privileged questions, which will require 
considerable explanation. 

It is proper that every parliamentary assembly should have certain 
forms of questions, so adapted as to enable them fitly to dispose of 
every proposition which can be made to them. Such are : 1. The 
previous question: 2. To postpone indefinitely: 8. To adjourn to 
a definite day : 4. To lie on the table : 6. To commit : 6. To amend. 
The proper occasion for each of these questions should be understood. 

1. When a proposition is moved which it is useless or inexpedient 
now to express or discuss, the previous question has been introduced 
for suppressing, for that time, the motion and its discussion. — 3 Haix, 
188, 189. 

2. But as the previous question gets rid of it only for that day, and 
the same proposition may recur the next day, if they wish to suppress 
it for the whole of that session, they postpone it indefinitely. — 3 Hais, 
183. This quashes the proposition for that session, as an indefinite 
adjournment is a dissolution, or the continuance of a suit sws c^m is a 
discontinuance of it. 

3. When a motion is made which it will be proper to act on, but 
information is wanted, or something more pressing claims the pres- 
ent time, the question or debate is adjourned to such a day within 
the session as will answer the views of the House. — 2 HaU. 81. And 
those who have spoken before, may not speak again when the ad^ 
journed debate is resumed. — 2 HaU, 73. Sometimes, however, this 
has been abusively used, by adjourning it to a day beyond the ses- 
sion, to get rid of it altogether, as would be done by an indefinite 
postponement. 

4. When the House has something else which claims its present at- 
tention, but would be willing to reserve in their power to take up a 
proposition whenever it shall suit them, they order it to lie on their 
table. It may then be called for at any time. 

5. If the proposition will want more amendment and digestion than 
the formalities of the House will conveniently admit, they refer it to 
a committee. 

6. But if the proposition be well digested, and may need but few 
and simple amendments, and especially if these be of leading conse- 
quence, they then proceed to consider and amend it themselves. 

The Senate, in their practice, vary from this regular gradation of 
forms. Their practice, comparatively, with that of Parliament, stands 
thus:

In their 11th Rule, therefore, which declares, that while a question 
is before the Senate, no motion shall be received, unless it be for the 
previous question, or to postpone, commit or amend the main ques- 
tion, the term postponament must be understood according to their 
broad use of it, and not in its Parliamentary sense. Their rule then 
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establishes as privileged question, the previous questiou, postpone- 
ment, commitment and amendment. 

Bat it may be asked, Have these questions any privilege among 
themselves ? or are they so equal that the common principle of the 
" first moved, first put,'' takes place among them ? This will need ex- 
planation. Their competitions may be as follows :

In the 1st class, where the previous question is first moved, the ef- 
fect is peculiar. For it not only prevents the after motion to post- 
pone or commit from being put to question before it, but also from 
being put after it. For if the previous question be decided affirma- 
tively, to wit, that the main question shall now be put, it would of 
course be against the decision to postpone or commit. And if it be 
decided negatively, to wit, that the main question shall not now be 
put, this puts the House out of possession of the main question, and 
consequently there is nothing before them to postpone or commit. 
So that neither voting for nor against the previous question, will ena- 
ble the advocates for postponing or committing to get at their object. 
Whether it may be amended, shall be examined hereafter. 

2d Glass. If postponement be decided affirmatively, the proposi- 
tion is removed from before the House, and consequently there is no 
ground for the previous question, commitment or amendment. But 
if decided negatively, that it shall not be postponed, the main ques- 
tion may then be suppressed by the previous question, or may be 
committed or amended. 

The 3d class is subject to the same observations as the 2d. 

The 4th class — Amendment of the main question first moved, and 
afterwards the previous question, the question of amendment shall 
be first put. 

Amendment and postponement competing, postponement is first 
put, as the equivalent proposition to adjourn the main question 
would be in Parliament. The reason is, that the question for amend- 
ment is not suppressed by postponinc; or adjourning the main 
question, but remains before the House whenever the main question 
is resumed, and it might be that the occasion for other urgent 
business might go by, and be lost by length of debate on the amend- 
ment, if the House had it not in their power to postpone the whole 
subject. 

Amendment and commitment. The question for committing 
though last moved, shall be first put : because in truth it facilitates 
and befriends the motion to amend. JScobell is express' — " On a 
motion to amend a bill any one may, notwithstanding, move to 
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commit it, and the question for commitment shall be first put." — 
JScob., 46. 

We have hitherto considered the case of two or more of the privi- 
leged questions contending for privilege between themselves, when 
both were moved on the original or main question ; but now let us 
suppose one of them to be moved, not on the original primary ques- 
tion, but on the secondary one, e. g. 

Suppose a motion to postpone, commit, or amend the main ques- 
tion, and that it be moved to suppress that motion -by putting the 
previous question on it. This is not allowed: because it would 
embarass questions too much to allow them to be piled on one another 
several stories high ; and the same result may be had in a more 
simple way, by deciding against the postponement, commitment or 
amendment. 2 Hats.y 81, 2, 8, 4. 

Suppose a motion for the previous question, or commitment or 
amendment of the main question, and that it be then moved to post- 
pone the motion for the previous question, or for commitment or 
amendment of the main question : 1. It would be absurd to postpone 
the previous question, commitment, or amendment, alone, and thus 
separate the appendage from its principal ; yet it must be postponed 
separately from its original, if at all ; because the 8th rule of the 
Senate says, that when a main question is before the House, no 
motion shall be received but to commit, amend, or pre-question the 
original question ; whi«h is the Parliamentary doctrine ; therefore 
the motion to postpone the secondary motion for previous question, 
or for committing or amendiog, cannot be received: 2. This is a 
piling of questions one on another, which, to avoid erabarassment, 
is not allowed : 8. The same result may be had more simply, by 
voting against the previous question, commitment, or amendment. 

Suppose a commitment moved of a motion for the previous ques- 
tion, or to postpone or amend. 

The 1st, 2d, and 8d reasons before stated, all hold good against 
this. 

Suppose an amendment moved to a motion for the previous ques- 
tion. Answer: The previous question cannot be amended. Par- 
liamentary usage, as well as the 9th Rule of the Senate has fixed its 
form to be, *^ Shall the main question now be put ? " t. e, at this 
instant. And as the present instant is but one, it can admit of no 
modification. To change it to to-morrow, or any other moment, is 
without example and witjiout utility. But suppose a motion to 
amend a motion for postponement, as to one day instead of another, 
or to a special instead of an indefinite time. The useful character of 
amendment gives it a privilege of attaching itself to a secondary and 
privileged motion. That is, we may amend a postponement of a 
main question. So we may amend a commitment of a main question, 
as by adding, for example, ** with instructions to inquire,'* etc. In 
like manner, if an amendment be moved to an amendment, it is 
admitted. But it would not be admitted in another degree ; to wit, 
to amend an amendment to an amendment of a main question. 
This would lead to too much embarrassment. The line must be 
drawn somewhere ; and usage has drawn it after an amendment to 
the amendment. The same result may be sought by deciding against 
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the amendment to the amendment and then moving it again as it was 
wished to be amended. In this form it becomes only an amendment 
to an amendment. 

When motions are made for reference of the same subject to. a select com. 
mittee, and to h standinf? committee, the question on reference to the stand- 
tog committee shall be first put. — JR'ule 35. 

In JUlinff a blank with a sum^ the target sum shall he first pit to the 
question^ Inf the \Zth Ride of the Senate* contrary to the rule of Par- 
liament, which privileges the smallest snm and longest time. 5 Grey 
1*79—2 Hats., 8, 83—8 Hats., 132, 133. And this is considered to be 
not in the form of an amendment to the question ; but as alternate or 
successive originals. In all cases of time or number we must consider 
whether the larger comprehends the lesser, as in a question to what 
day a postponement shall be, the number of a committee, amount of 
a fine, term of imprisonment, term of irredeemability (ff a loan, or 
the terminus in quern in any other case. Then the question must be- 
gin a maxima. Or whether the lesser includes the greater, as in 
questions on the limitation of the rate of interest, on what day the 
session shall be closed by adjournment, on what day the next shall 
commence, when an act shall commence, or the terminus a quo in any 
other case where the question must begin a minimo. The object 
being not to begin at that extreme which, and more, being within 
every man's wish, no one could negative it, and yet if we should vote 
in the affirmative, every question tor more would be precluded ; but 
at that extreme which would unite few, and tfaren to advance or recede 
till you get to a number which will unite a bare majority. — 3 Orey, 376, 
884, 885. " The fair question in this case is not that to which, and 
more, all will agree, whether there ahull be addition to the question." 
—1 Grey, 865. 

Another exception to the rule of priority is, when a motion has 
been made to strike out or agree to a paragraph. Motions to amend 
it are to be put to the question, before a vote is taken on striking out, 
or agreeing to the whole paragraph. 

But there are several questions, which being incidental to every 
one, will take place of every one, privileged or not, to wit, a question 
of order arising out of any other question, must be decided before 
that question. — 2 Hats., 88. 

A matter of privilege arising out of any question, or from a quar- 
rel between two members, or any other cause, supercedes the con- 
sideration of the original question, and must be first disposed of. 
—2 Hats., 88. 

Reading papers relative to the question before the House. This 
question must be put before the principal one — 2 Hats., 88. 

Leave asked to withdraw a motion. The rule of Parliament being, 
that a motion made and seconded is in possession of the House, and 
cannot be withdrawn without leave, the very terms of the rule imply 
that leave may be given, and consequently may be asked and put to 
the question. 

*In fllllDg up blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall be put first. — 
BuitlZ. 
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SECTION XXXIV. 



THE PBEYIOUS QUESTION. 

When any question is before the House, any member may move a 
previous question, " Whether thai question (called the main question) 
shall now be put." If it pass in the affirmative, then the main ques- 
tion is to be put immediately, and no man may speak anything further 
to it, either to add or alter. — Memor, in Hakew,^ 28 — 4 Ghreyy 27. 

The preyions question being moyed and leoonded, the qneetion from the 
chair shall be» <* Shall the main question be new put ?" and if the nays prevail, 
the main qnestion shall not then be pat.— Au2e 9. 

This kind of question is understood by Mr. Hatsell to have been in- 
troduced in 1604. — 2 Hati.^ 80. Sir Henry Vane introduced it. — 2 
Orey^ 118, 114 — 8 Grey^ 884. When the question was put in this 
form: " Shall the main question be put?'' A determination in the 
negative suppressed the main question during the session ; but since 
the words "now put" are used, they exclude it for the present only. 
Formerly, indeed, only till the present debate was over ; 4 Grey^ 43 ; 
but now for that day and no longer. — 2 Grey^ 118, 114. 

Before the question, " Whether the main question shall now be 
put," any person might formerly have spoken to the main qucbtion, 
because otherwise he would be precluded from speaking to it at all. — 
Mem. in Hakew.y 28. 

The proper occasion fbr the previous question is, when a subject is 
brought forward of a delicate nature as to high personages, etc., or 
the discussion of which may call forth observations, which might be 
of injurious consequences. Then the previous question is proposed, 
and in the modern usage, the discussion of the main question is sus- 
pended, and the debate confined to the previous question. The use 
of it has been extended abusively to other cases ; but in these, it is 
an embarrassing procedure ; its uses would be as well answered by 
other more simple Parliamentary forms, and therefore it should not 
be favored, but restricted within as narrow limits as possible. 

W hether a main question may be amended after the previous 
question on it has been moved and seconded ? — 2 HatseU, 88, says. 
If the previous question has been moved and seconded, and also 
proposed from the Chair, (by which he means stated by the Speaker 
for Rebate,) it has been doubted whether an amendment can be - ad- 
mitted to the main question. He thinks it may, after the previous 
question moved and seconded ; but not after it has been proposed 
from the Chair. 

In this case he thinks the friends to the amendment must vote 
that the main question be not now put ; and then move their amend- 
ed question, which being made new by the amendment, is no longer 
the same which has been just suppressed, and therefore may be 
proposed as a new one. But this proceeding certainly endaugers the 
main question, by dividing its friends, some of whom may choose it 
unamended, rather than lose it altogether ; while others of them 
may vote, as. Hatsell advises, that the main question be not now put ; 
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with a Yiew to move it again in an amended form. The enemies of 
the main question, by this manoBvure to the previous question, get the 
enemies to the amendment added to them . on the first vote, and 
throw the friends of the main question under the embarrassment of 
rallying again as they can. To support his opinion, too, he makes 
the deciding circumstance, whether an amendment may or may not 
be made, to be, that the previous question has been proposed from 
the Chair. But as the rule is that the House is in possession of a 
question as soon as it is moved and seconded, it cannot be more than 
possessed of it by its being also proposed from the Chair. It may 
be said, indeed, that the object of the previous question being to get 
rid of a question which it is not expedient should be discussed, this 
object may be defeated by moving to amend, and in the disscussion of 
that motion involving the subject of the main question. But so 
may the object of the previous question be defeated by moving the 
amended question, as Mr. Hatsell proposes, after the decision against 
putting the original question. He acknowledges, too that the prac- 
tice has been to admit previous amendment, and only cites a few 
late instances to the contrary. On the whole, I should think it best 
to decide it ab inconvenienti ; to wit, Which is the most incon- 
venient, to put it in the power of one side of the House to defeat a 
propo8ition by hastily moving the previous question, and thus 
forcing the main question to be put amended ? or to put it in the 
power of the other side to force on, incidentally at least, a discus- 
sion which would be better avoided ? Perhaps the last is the least 
inconvenience, inasmuch as the Speaker, by confining the discus- 
sion rigorously to the amendment only, may prevent their going into 
the main question ; and inasmuch also as so great a proportion of 
the cases in which the previous question is called for, are fair and 
proper subjects of public discussion, and ought not to be obstructed 
by a formality introduced for questions of a peculiar character. 
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AMENDMENTS. 



On an amendment being moved, a member who has spoken to the 
main question may speak again to the amendment. — Seob.^ 28. 

If an amendment be proposed inconsistent with one already agreed 
to, it is a fit ground for its rejection by the House ; but not within 
the competence of the Speaker to suppress, as if it were against 
order. For, were he permitted to draw questions of consistence 
within the vortex of order, he might usurp a negative on important 
modifications, and suppress, instead of subserving the legislative 
will. 

Amendments may be made so as totally to alter the nature of the 
proposition ; and it is a way of getting rid of a proposition by making 
it bear a sense different from what was intended by the movers, so 
that they vote against it themselves. — 2 Hats,, 79, 4, 82, 84. A new 
bill may be engrafted by way of amendment on the words, " Be it 
enacted," etc.— 1 Orey^ 190, 192. 
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If it be proposed to amend bj leaying out certain words, it may be 
moved as an amendment to this amendment to leave out a part of the 
words of the amendment, which is equivalent to leaving them in the 
bill. — 2 Hats,^ 80, 9. The Parliamentary question is always whether 
the words shall stand part of the bill ? 

When it is proposed to amend by inserting a paragraph, or part of 
one, the friends of the paragraph may make it as perfect as they can, 
by amendments, before the question is put for inserting it. If it be 
received it cannot be amended afterwards in the same stage, because 
the House has, on a vote, agreed to it in that form. In like manner, 
if it is proposed to amend by striking out a paragraph, the friends of 
the paragraph are first to make it as perfect as they can by amend- 
ments, before the question is put for striking it out. If, on the ques- 
tion, it be retained, it cannot be amended afterwards ; because a vote 
against striking out is equivalent to a vote agreeing to it in that 
form. 

When it is moved to amend by striking out certain words and in- 
serting others, the manner of stating the question is, first to read the 
whole passage to be amended, as it stands at present, then the words 
proposed to be struck out ; next, those to be inserted ; and lastly the 
whole passage as it will be when amended. And the question, if de- 
sired, is then to be divided, and put first on striking out. If carried 
it is next on inserting the words proposed. If that be lost, it may be 
moved to insert others. — 2 HaU.^ 80, '7. 

A motion is made to amend by striking out certain words and in- 
serting others in their place, which is negatived. Then it is moved 
to strike out the same words and insert others of a tenor entirely dif- 
ferent from those at first proposed. It is negatived. Then it is moved 
to strike out the same word and insert nothing, which is agreed to. 
All this is admissable ; because to strike out and insert A, is one 
proposition. To strike out and insert B, is a dififerent proposition. 

And to strike out and insert nothing, is still dififerent. And the re- 
jection of one proposition does not preclude the ofifering of a differ- 
ent one» Nor would it change the case were the first motion divided 
by putting the question first on striking out, and. that negatived. For 
as putting the whole motion to the question at once would not have 
precluded, the putting the half of it cannot do it.* 

But if it had been carried offirmatively to strike out the words and 
to insert A, it could not afterwards be permitted to strike out A and 
to insert B. The mover of B should have notified, while the inser- 
tion of A was under debate, that he would move to insert B. In 
which case, those who preferred it would join in rejecting A. 

After A is inserted, however, it may be moved to strike out a por- 
tion of the original paragraph, comprehending A, provided the co- 



*Ia a eaee of a diyision of the question, and a decision against striking out, 
I adrance, doubtingly, the opinion here expressed. I find no anthoriry either 
way; and I know it may be viewed under a different aspect. It may be thought 
that having decided separately not to strike out the passage, the same ques- 
tion for stritiing out cannot be put over again, though with a view to a differ- 
ent insertion. Btilll think it more reasonable and convenient to consider the 
striking out and insertion as forming one proposition ; but should readily yield 
to any evidence that the contrary is the practice in Parliameht. 
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herence to be struck out be so substantial as to make this effectively a 
different proposition. For then it is resolved into the common case of 
striking out a paragraph after amending it. Nor does anything for- 
bid a new insertion, instead of A and its coherence. 

In Senate, Januarv 26, 1'798, a motion to postpone, until the sec- 
ond Tuesday in February, some amendment proposed to the Constitu- 
tion. The words, *' until the second Tuesdc^ in February," were 
struck out by way of amendment. Then it was moved to add *' until 
the first day of June." Objected, that it was not in order, as the 
question should first be put on the longest time ; therefore a shorter 
time decided against, a longer cannot be put to question. 

It was answered that this rule takes place only in filling blanks for 
time. But when a specific time stands part of a motion-, that may 
be struck out as well as any other part of the motion ; and when 
struck out a motion may be received to insert any other. In fact, it 
is not till the y are struck out, and a blank for the time thereby pro- 
duced, that the rule can begin to operate, by receiving all the propo- 
sitions for difi'erent times, and putting the questions successively on 
the longest. Otherwise it would be in the power of the mover, by 
inserting originally a short time, to preclude the possibility of a 
longer ; for till the short time is struck out you cannot insert a 
longer, and if, after it is struck out, you cannot do it, then it cannot 
be done at all. Suppose the first moLion has been to amend, by strik- 
ing out *^ the second Tuesday in February," and inserting instead 
thereof, " the first of June." It would have been regular then to di- 
vide the question, by proposing first the question to strike out, and 
then that to insert. Now this is precisely the effect of the present 
proceeding ; only instead of one motion and two questions, there are 
two motions and two questions to effect it; the motion being divided 
as well as the question. 

When the matter contained in two bills might be better put into 
one, the manner is to reject the one, and incorporate its matter into 
another bill by way of amendment. So, if the matter of one bill 
would be better distributed into two, any part may be struck ont by 
way of amendment, and put into a new bill. If a section is to be 
transposed, a question must be put on striking it out where it stands, 
and another for inserting it in the place desired. 

A bill passed by the one House with blanks. These may be filled 
up by the other, by way of amendments, returned to the first, as such, 
and passed. — 3 Hats.^ 88. 

The number prefixed to the section of a bill being merely a margi- 
nal indication, and no part of the text of the bill, the clerk regulates 
that : the House or committee is only to amend the text 



SECTION XXXVI. 



DITIBION OF THE QUESTION. 



If a question contain more parts than one, it may be divided into 
two or more questions. — Mem. in ffakew.^ 29. But nqt as the right of 
an individual member, but with the consent of the House. For who 
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is to decide whether a question is complicated or not ? where it is 
oompUcated ? into how many propositions it may be divided ? The 
fact is, that the only mode of separating a complicated question is 
by moving amendments to it; and these must be decided by the 
House on a question, unless the House orders it to be divided ; as 
on the question, Dec. 2, 1640, making void the election of the 
Knights for Worcester, on a motion it was resolved to make two 
questions of it, to wit, one on each Knight. — 2 HaU.^ 85, 86. So ^ 
wherever there are several names in a question they may be divided 
and put one by one. — ^9 Orey^ 444. So, 1729, April 17, on an objec- 
tion that a question was complicated, it was separated by amend- 
ment— 2 iTote., 79, 6. 

The BonndneM of these obeerTatlons will be evident flrom the embarrass- 
mentR produoed by the 12th rule of the Senate, which says, ** If the question 
in debate contain several points, any member may hare the tame divided ; 
but on a motion to strike out and insert, it shall not be in order to move for 
adivifiion of the question ; but the rejection of amrtirn to strike out and in- 
sert one proposition shall not prevent a motion to strike out and in8*'rt a dif- 
ferent propositi ob, nor prevent a subsequent motion simply to (strike out ; 
nor shall the rejection of a motion simply to strike out, prevent a subsequent 
motion to strike out and insert." 

1798, May 30, the alien bill in quasi-commlttee. To a section and 
proviso in the original, had been added two new provisos by way of 
amendment. On a motion to strike out the section as amended, the 
question was desired to be divided. To do this, it must be put first 
on striking out -either the former proviso, or gome distinct member 
of the section. But when nothing remains but the last member of 
the section, and the provisos, they cannot be divided so as to put 
the last member to question by itself; for the provisos might thus 
be left standing alone as exceptions to a rule when the rule is taken 
away ; or the new provisos might be left to a second question, after 
having been decided on once before at the same reading, which is 
contrary to rule. But the question must be on striking out the last 
member of the section as amended. This sweeps away the exceptions 
with the rule, and relieves from inconsistence. A question to be 
divisible, must comprehend points so distinct and entire, that one of 
them being taken away the other may stand entire. But a proviso or 
exception, with an enacting clause, does not contain an entire point 
or proposition. 

May 81. The same bill being before the Senate. There was a 
proviso, that the bill should not extend, 1. To any foreign minister ; 
nor, 2. To any person to whom the President should give a passport; 
nor, 3. To any alien merchant, conforming himself to such regula- 
tions as the President shall prescribe ; and division of the question 
into its simplest elements was called for. It was divided into four 
parts, the 4th taking in the words, " conforming himself,*' etc. It 
was objected that the words " any alien merchant '* could not be 
separated from their modifying words, "conforming,'' &c., because 
these words, if left by themselves, contain no substantive idea, will 
make no sense. But admitting that the divisions of a paragraph into 
separate questions, must be so made as that each part may stand by it- 
self, yet the House having, on the question, retained the two first 
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divisions, the words, " any alien merchant," may be struck out, and 
their modifying words will then attach themselves to the preceding 
description of persons, and become a modification of that descrip- 
tion. 

When a question is divided, after the question on the Ist member, 
the 2d is open to debate and amendment ; because it is a known rule, 
that a person may rise and speak at any time before the question has 
been completely decided by putting the negative as well as the affirm- 
ative side. But the qucBtion is not completely put when the vote 
has been taken on the first member only. One-half the question,both 
affirmative and negative, still remains to be put. — See Executive Jovarn.^ 
June 25, 1795. The same decision by President Adams. 

SECTION XXXVII. 
GO-BXISTINa QUESTIOHS. 

It may be asked, whether the house can be in possession of two 
' motions or propositions at the same time ? So that, one of them be- 
ing decided, the other goes to question without being moved anew. 
The answer must be special. When a question is interrupted by a 
vote of adjournment, it is thereby removed from before the House ; 
and does not stand ipt^o facto before them at their next meeting, but 
must come .forward in the usual way : so, when it is interrupted by 
the order of the day. Such other privileged questions also as dispose 
of the main question (e. g, the previous question, postponement or 
commitment,) remove it from before the House. But it is only sus- 
pended by a motion to amend, to withdraw, to read papers, or by a 
quttstion of order or privilege, and stands again before the House 
when these are decided. None but the class of privileged questions 
can be brought forward while there i s another question before the 
House; the rule being, that when a motion has been made and sec- 
onded, no other can be received, except it be a privileged one. 

SECTION XXX7III. 
EQUIVALENT QUESTIONS. 

If, on a question for rejection, a bill be retained, it passes of course 
to its next reading. — Hakew.^ 141, Scoh.^ 42, and a question for a sec- 
ond reading determined negatively, as a rejection without further ques- 
tion.— 4 Grey, 149. And see EUing^a Menwr,^ 42, in what cases ques- 
tions are to be taken for rejections. 

Where questions are perfectly equivalent, so that the negative of 
one amounts to the affirmative of the other, and leave no other alter- 
native, the decision of the one concludes necessarily the other. — 4 
Orey^ 167. Thus the negative of striking out amounts to the affirma- 
tive of agreeing ; and therefore to put a question on agreeing after 
that of striking out, would be to put the same question in effect 
twice over. Not so in questions of amendments between the two 
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Houses. A motion to recede being negadved, does not amount to a 
positive vote to insist, because there is another alternative, to-wit, to 
adhere. 

A bill originating in one House, is passed by the other with an 
amendment. A motion in the originating House, to agree to the 
amendment is negatived. Does this result from this vote of disa- 
greement, or must the question on disagreement be expressly voted? 
The questions respecting amendments from another House are, 1st, 
To agree ; 2d, Disagree ; 8d, Recede ; 4th, Insist ; 6th, Adhere. 
Ist. To agr^e. ) Either of these concludes the other necessarily 
2d. To disagree.) for the positive of either is exactly the equivalent 

of the negative of the other, and no other alter^ 
native remains. On either motion amendments 
to the amendment may be proposed ; e. ^. if it be 
moved to disagree, those who are for the amend- 
ment have a right to propose amendments, and 
to make it as perfect as they can, before the 
question of disagreeing is put. 
To recede.) You may then either insist or adhere.

Conseqdently, the negative of these is not equiv- 
alent to a positive vote, the other way. It does 
hot raise so necessary an implication as may au- 
authorize the secretary by inference*to enter an- 
other vote ; for two alternatives still remain, 
either of which may be adopted by the House. 



SECTION XXXIX. 



THE QUESTION. 



The question is to be put first on the afiSrmative, and then on the 
negative side. 

After the Speaker has put the affirmative part of the question, any 
member who has not spoken before the question, may rise and speak 
before the negative be put Because it is no full question till the 
negative part be put. — Scob.y 28, Eats,^ 78. 

But in small matters, and which are of course, such as receiving 
petions, reports, withdrawing motions, reading papers, etc., the Speak- 
er most commonly supposes the consent of the House, where no ob- 
jection is expressed, and does not give them the trouble of putting 
the question formally.— /^co6., 22—2 JJate., 8*7-5 Grei/j 129, 9 Grey^ 
801. 



SECTION XL. 

BILLS, THIRD BEADING. 

To prevent bills from being passed by surprise, the House by a 
standing order, directs that they shall not be put on their passage be- 
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fore a fixed hour, naming one at which the House iB commonly full. — 
Hakew,^ 163. 

The usage of the Senate is, not to put bills on their paisan* till noon. 

A bill reported and passed to the third reading, cannot on that day 
be read the third time and pass. Because this would be to pass on 
two readings on the same day. At the third reading, the clerk reads 
the bill and deliyers it to the Speaker, who states the title, that it is 
the third time of reading the bill, and that the question will be, 
Whether it shall pass? Formerly, the Speaker, or those who pre- 
pared a bill, prepared also a broTiate or summary statement of its 
contents, which the Speaker read when he declared the state of the 
bill at the several readings. Sometimes, however, ho reads the bill 
itself, especially on its passage. — HakeiD,^ 186, 187, 168 — Goke^ 22, 
116. Latterly, instead of this, he, at the third reading, states the 
whole contents of the bill, verbatim ; only instead of reading the for- 
mal parts, ** Be it enacted, etc.," he states that ** the preamble cites 
so and so ; the first section enacts that, etc., the second section en- 
acts," etc. 

* 

But in the Senate of the United States, both of these formalitses are dis- 
pensed with, the breviatt presenting but an imperfect view of the bill, and 
being capable of being made to present a false one; and a full statement be- 
ing a useless waste of time, immediately after a full reading bj the. clerk ; 
and especially as every member has a printed copy in his hand. 



A bill on the third reading, is not to be committed for the matter 
or body thereof ; but to receive some particular clause or proviso, it 
hath been sometimes suffered, but as a thing very unusual. — Hakew.^ 
166 ; thus 27 El.^ 1684, a bill was committed on the third reading, 
having been formerly committed on the second ; but is declared not 
usual.— i>'^'ioe«, 127, col, 2,414, col, 2. 

When an essential provision has been omitted, rather than erase 
the bill, and render it suspicions, they add a clause on a separate 
paper, engrossed and and called a rider, which is read and put to the 
question three times. Elsyng^s MemorialSy 69 — 6 Grei/y 886 — Bi^icks., 
183. For example of riders, see 3 Hats,, 121, 122, 124, 126. Every 
one is at liberty to bring in a rider without asking leave. — 10 Grei/^ 62. 

It is laid down as a general rule, that amendments proposed at the 
second reading shall be twice read, and those proposed at the third 
reading thrice read ; as also all amendments from the other House. — 
Tovm. col, 19, 23, 24, 26, 26, 27, 28. 

It is with great and almost invincible reluctance, that amendments 
are admitted at this reading, which occasions erasures or interlinea- 
tions. Sometimes the proviso has been cut o£f from a bill, sometimes 
erased. — 9 Greyy 618. 

This is the proper stage for filling up blanks; for if filled up before, 
and now altered by erasure. It would be peculiarly unsafe.

more spoken to, at this time, th^ on any of the former readings. — 
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The debate on the question, Whether it should be read a third 
time ? has discovered to its friends and opponents the arguments on 
which each side relies, and which of these appear to have influence 
with the House. They have had time to meet them with new argu- 
ments, and to put their old ones into new shapes. The former vote 
has tried the strength of the first opinion, and furnish grounds to es- 
timate the issue ; and the question now offered for its passage, is the 
last occasion which is ever offered for carrying or rejecting it. 

When the debate is ended, the Speaker, holding the bill in his 
hand, puts the question for its passage ; by saying, *^ Gentlemen, all 
who are of the opinion that this bill shall pass, say aye,'* aod after the 
answer of ayes, " All those of contrary opinion say do." — Hakew.^ 164. 

After the bill has passed, there can be no further alteration of it in 
any point. — Hakew,^ 169- 



SECTION XLI. 
DIVISION OV THB HOUSB. 

The affirmative and negative of the question having been both put 
and answered, the Speaker declares whether the yeas or nays have 
it by the sound, if he be himself satisfied, and it stands as the Judg- 
ment of the House. But if he be not himself satisfied which voice 
is the greater, or if, before any other member comes into the House, 
or before any new motion is made, (for it is too late after that,) any 
member shall rise and declare himself dissatisfied with the Speaker's 
decision, then the Speaker is to divide the House. — Scob.^ 24 — 
2 Bats., 140. 

When the House of Commons is divided, the one party goes forth 
and the other remains in the House. This has made it important 
which go forth, and which remain; because the latter gain all the in- 
dolent, the indifferent, and inattentive. Their general rule, therefore, 
is, that those who give their vote for the preservation of the orders 
of the House, shall stay in, and those who are for introducing any 
new matter, or alteration, or proceeding, contrary to the established 
course are to go out. But this rule is subject to many exceptions and 
modifications.— 2 EusLy p. 3, foL 62—Scob.y 43, 52— Co., 12, 116 — 
LI'EweSy 105, col. 1 — Mem, iu Hakew., 25, 29, as will appear by the lol- 
lowing statement of who go forth :

But in both Hooses of Congress all these intricacies are avoided. The aves 
first rise and are counted, standing in their places, by the President or SDcak. 
er. They then sit, and the noes rise, and are counted in like manner 

In Senate, if they be equally divided, the Vice President announces his onln- 
iouy which aecides. ^ 

The Constitution, however, has directed that " the yeas and navs of the 
members of either House, on any question, shall, at the desire of one-fifth of 
those present, be entered on the journal.'* And again, that in all oases of re- 
considering a bill, disapproved by tiie President, and returned with his obiee. 
tions, «• the votes of both Houses shall be determined by the yeas and navs 
and the names of the persons voting for and against the bill, shall be entered 
on the Journals of each House respectively.'* 

By the leth and 17th rules of the Senate, when the ayes and navs shall be 
called for by one-fitth of the members present, eaoh member called uoon shall, 
unless for special reasons he be excused by the Senate, declare onlnlv and 
without debate, his assent or dissent to the question. In taking the yeas and 
nays, and upon the call of the House, the names of the members ehall be 
taken alphabetically. 

When the yeas and nays shall be taken upon any question, in pursuance of 
the above rule, no member shall bt permitted, under any drcumstancM what- 
ever, to vote after the decision is announced from the chair.

If he finds and deolares that one fifth haTo 
risen, he then states, that "those who are of opinion that the bill shall pass 
are to answer in the af&rmatire ; those of the contrary opinion in the nega- 
tive." The clerk then calls over the names alphabetically, notes the yea or 
nay of each, and glres the list to the President or Speaker, who deolares the 
result. In Senate, if there be an equal dlTision, the Secretary calls on the 
Vice President, and notes ai&rmatiTe or negatiTe, which becomes the deoisioa 
of the House. 

In the House of CommoDS every member must give his vote the 
one way or the other. — Scob.^ 24. As it is not permitted to any one 
to withdraw, who is in the House when the question is put, nor is any 
one to be told in the divisien, who was not in when the question was 
put.— 2 HaU.^ 140. 

This last position is always true when the Tote is by yeas and nays ; 
where the negative as well as the affirmatiye of the question is stated 
by the President at the same time, and the vote of both sides begins 
and proceeds pari passu. It is true, also, when the question is put in 
the usual way, if the negative has also been put But if it has not, 
the member entering, or any other member, may speak, and even 
propose amendments, by which the debate may be opened again, and 
the' question greatly deferred. And, as some who have answered 
aye, may have been changed by the new arguments, the affirmative 
must be put over again. If then, the member entering may, by 
speaking a few words, occasion a repetition of the question, it would 
be useless to deny it on his simple call for it. 

While the House is telling, bo member may speak or move out of 
his place ; for ii any mistake be suspected, it must be told again. — 
Mem. in Hakew,, 26—2 Eats,^ 143. 

If any difficulty arises in point of order, during the division, the 
Speaker is to decide, peremptorily, subject to the future censure of 
the House, if irregular. He sometimes permits old, eiperienced 
members to assist him with their advice, which they do sitting in 
their seats, covered, to avoid the appearance of debate ; but this can 
only be with the Speaker's leave, else the division might last several 
hours.— 2 Hats,, 148. 

The voice of the majority decides. For the lex majoris partis^ is 
the law of all councils, elections, &c., where not otherwise expressly 
provided. — JTakeio., 93. But if the House be equally divided, *^* sem- 
per preaitmcUur pro neganU /" that is, the former law is not to be 
changed but by a majority. — Totjons, col,^ 184. 

But in the Senate of the United States, the Tioe President decides, when the 
House is divided — Contt. U, S,f Art. I, See. 2. 

When, from counting the House, on a division, it appears that there 
is not a quorum, the matter continues exactly in the state in which it 
was before the division, and must be resumed at that point on any 
future day.— 2 ffats.^ 126. 

1606, May 1, on a question whether a member having said Yea, may 
afterwards sit and change his opinion ? A precedent was remembered 
by the Speaker, of Mr. Morris, attorney of the wards, in 89 ^/iz., 
who in like case changed his opinion. — Mem. in ffakew,^ 21. 
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SECTION XLIL 

TITLX. 

After the bill has passed, and not before, the title may be amended, 
and it is to be fixed by a qaestion ; and the bill is then sent to the 
other House. 

SECTION XLin. 

BEG0N8I0EBATI0X. 

When a question hM been onoemade and earried in the afflnnatlTe or nega- 
tire, it shall be in order for any member of the majority to moye for the re- 
eoDsideratioo thereof ; bnt no motion for the reoonsideration of any Tote shall 
be io order after a bill, resolotien, message, report^ amendment or motion, up- 
on which the rote was taken, shall have gone out ot the possession of tlie Ben- 
ate, aanouQclng their decision ; nor shall any motion for reconsideration be 
in order unless made on the same day on which the Tote was talcen, or within 
the two next days of actual session of tfao Senate thereafter. — Bute 20. 

1798, Jan. A bill on its second reading, being amended, and on the question 
whether it shall be read a third time negatlTed, was restored by a decision to 
reconsider the question. Here the Totes of negatire and reconsideration, Uke 
positive and negatlTe quantities in equation, destroy one another, and are as 
if th«y were expunged from the journals. Consequently the bill is open for 
amendment, just so far as it was the moment preceding the question for the 
third reading. That is to say, all parts of the bill are open for amendment, 
except those on which votes haye been already taken in its present stage. Bo 
also may it be recommitted. 

The rule permitting the reoonsideration of a qaestion affixing to it no Um!t- 
atiun of time or circumstance, it may be asked whether there is no limitation t 
If, after the rote, the paper on which it has passed has been parted with, there 
can be no reoonsideration ; as if a Tote has been for the passage of a bill and 
the bill has been sent to the other House. But where the paper remains, as 
on a bill rejected, when or under what ciroumstanoes, does it eease to be sus- 
oeptible of reconsideration ? This remains to be settled, unless a sense that 
a right ot reconsideration is a right to waste the time of the House in repeat- 
ed agitations of the same question, so that it shall nerer know when a ques- 
tion is done with, should induce them to reform this anomalous proceediig.* 

In Parliament a qaesUon once carried, cannot be questioned again 
at the same session, but must stand as the judgment of the House. — 
Tomik^s col. 67 — Mem, in ffakew,^ 83. And a bill once rejected, an- 
other of the same substance cannot be brought in again the same ses- 
sion. — Hakew.y 168 — 6 Oreify 892. But this does not extend to jire- 
yent putting the same question in different stages of a bill ; because 
every stage of a bill submits the whole and every part of it to the 
opinion of the House, as open for amendment, either by insertion or 
omission, though the same amendment has been accepted or rejected 
in a former stage. So in reports of committees, e. g, report of an 
address, the same question is before the House, and open for free 
discussion.— Jotona. col.^ 26 — 2 HaU,^ 98, 100, 101. So orders of the 
House or instructions to committees may be discharged. So a bill 
begun in one House, sent to the other and there rejected, may be re- 
newed again in the other, passed and sent back. — A, 92—8 HaU,^ 
161. Or if, instead of being rejected, they read it once and lay it

aside, and put it off a month, they may order in another to the same 
effect, with the same or a different title. — Hakew,^ 97, 98. 

Divers expedients are used to correct the effects of this rule ; as, 
by passing an explanatory act, if anything has been omitted or ill- 
expressed, 8 HaU.y 278 ; or an act to enforce and make more effectual 
an act, &c., or to rectify mistakes in an act, &c., or a committee on 
one bill may be instructed to receive a clause to rectify the mistakes 
of another. Thus, June 24, 1865, a clause was inserted in a bill for 
rectifying a mistake committed by a clerk in engrossing a bill of re- 
ply. — 2 HaU,^ 194, 6. Or the session may be closed for one, two, 
three or more days, and a new one commenced. But then all matters 
depending must be finished, or they fall, and are to begin de novo. — 2 
H<iU.j 94, 98. Or a part of the subject may be taken up by another 
bill, or taken up in a different way. — 6 Orey^ S04, 816. 

And in cases of the last magnitude, this rule has not been so 
strictly and verbally observed as to stop indispensable proceedings 
altogether. — 2 Hats,, 92, 98. Thus, when the address on the pre- 
liminaries of peace, 1782, had been lost by a majority of one ; on 
account of the importance of the question, and smallness of the 
majority, the same question in substance, though with words not in 
the first, and which might change the opinion of some members, was 
brought on again and carried ; as the motives for it were thought 
to outweigh the objection of form. — 2 ffaU., 99, 100. 

A second bill may be passed, to continue an act of the same ses- 
sion ; or to enlarge the time limited for its execution. — 2 Hats., 95, 
98. This is not in contradiction to the first act. 

SECTION XLIV. 

BILLS BENT TO THE OTHER HOUSE. 

All bills passed in Senate shall, before they are sent to the House of Rppre- 
sentatiTes be examined by a committee, eonsisting of three members, vbose 
duty it shall be to examine all bills, amendments, resolutions, or motions, 
before they go out of ihe possession of the Senate, and to make report that 
that they are correctly engrossed ; which report shall be ent<)rvd on the 
journal.— ilttje 83. 

A bill from the other house is sometimes ordered to lie on the 
table.--2 Hats,; 97. 

When bills passed in one House and sent to the other, are 
grounded on special facts requiring proof, as usual, either by mes- 
sage, or at a conference, to ask the grounds and evidence ; and this 
evidence, whether arising out of papers, or from the examination of 
witnesses, is immediately communicated. — 8 Hats., 48. 

SECTION XLV. 
AMENDMENTS BETWEEN THE HOUSES. 

When either House, e. g. the House of Commons, sends a bill to 
the other, the other may pass it with amendments. The regular 
progression in this case is, that the Commons disagree to the 
amendment; the Lords insist on it; the Commons insist on their 
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disagreement ; the Lords adhere to their amendment ; the Com- 
mons adhere to their disagreement. The term of insisting may be 
repeated as often as they choose to keep the question open. But 
the first adherence by either, renders it necessary for the other side 
to recede or adhere also ; when the matter is usually suffered to fall. 
— 10 Orey^ 148. Latterly, however, there are instances of their 
having gone to a second adherence. There must be an absolute 
coQclusion of the subject somewhere, or otherwise transactions 
between the houses would be endless. 8 HaU.^ 268, 270. The term 
of insisting, we are told by Sir John Trevor, was then [1679,] 
newly introduced into parliamentary usage, by the Lords. — ^7 Qrey 
94. It was certainly a happy innovation, as it multiplies the oppor- 
tunities of trying modifications, which may bring the Houses to a 
concurrence. Either House, however is free to pass over the term 
of insisting, and to adhere in the first instance. — 10 Grey^ 146. 
But it is not respectful to the other. In the ordinary Parliamen- 
tary course, there are two free conferences, at least, before adher- 
ence. — 10 Grey^ 147. 

Either House may recede from its amendment, and agree to the 
bill; or recede from their disagreement to the amendment, and 
agree to the same absolutely, or with an amendment. For here the 
disagreement and receding destroy one another, and the subject 
stands as before the disagreement. — Elsynge^ 28, 27 — 9 Grey^ 476. 

But the House cannot recede from, or insist on, its own amend- 
ment with an amendment, for the same reason that it cannot send to 
the other House an amendment to its own act after it has passed the 
act. They may modify an amendment from the other House by en- 
grafting an amendment on it, because they have never assented to 
it ; but they cannot amend their own amendment, because they have, 
on the question, passed it in that form. — 9 Grey^ 868 — 10 Grey^ 240. 
In Senate, March 29, 1798. Nor where one house has adhered te 
their amendment, and the other agrees with an amendment, can the 
first House depart from the form which they have fixed by an adher- 
ence. 

In the case of a money bill, the Lords* proposed amendments 
became, by delay, confessedly necessary. The Commons, however, 
refused them, as infringing on their privilege as to money bills, but 
they offered themselves to add to the bill a proviso to the same 
effect, which had no coherence with the Lords* amendments, and 
urged that it was an expedient warranted by precedent, and not 
unparliamentary in a case become impracticable, and irredeemable 
in any other way. 8 Hats., 256, 266, 270, 271. But the Lords 
refused, and the bill was lost.. — 1 Chand., 288. A like case. — 1 
Chand, 811. So the Commons resolve that it is unparliamentary to 
strike out at a conference anything in a bill which had been agreed 
and passed by both Houses. — 6 Grey, 274 — 1 Ohand., 812. 

A motion to an. amendment from the other House, takes preced- 
ence of a motion to agree or disagree. • 

A bill originating in one House is passed by the other with an 
amendment. 

The originating House agrees to their amendment with an amend- 
ment. The other may agree to their amendment with an amend- 
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ment ; that being only in the second and not the third degree. For 
as to the amending House, the first amendment with which they 
passed the bill is a part of its text ; it is the only text they have 
agreed to. The amendment to that text by the originating House, 
therefore, is only in the first degree, and the amendment to* that 
again by the amending House is only in the second, to wit: an 
amendment to an amendment, and so admissible. Just so when on 
a bill from the originating House, the other at its second reading, 
makes an amendment ; on the third reading, this amendment is be- 
come the text of the bill, and if an amendment to it be moved, an 
amendment to that amendment may also be moved, as being only in 
the second degree. 



SECTION XLVL 



CONFERENCES. 



It is on the occasion of amendments between the Houses that con- 
ferences are usually asked ; but they may be asked in all cases of 
difierence of opinion between the two Houses on matters depending 
between them. The request of a conference, however, must always 
be by the House which is possessed of the papers. — Haia.^ 71. — 1 
Grey, 426. 

Conferences may be either simple or free. At a conference 
simply, written reasons are prepared by the House asking it, and 
they are read and delivered without debate, to the managers of the 
other House at the conference ; but are not then to be answered, — 
3 Orey, 144. Thj other House then, if satisfied, vote the reasons 
satisfactory, or say nothing ; if not satisfied, they resolve them not 
satisfactory, and ask a conference on the subject of the last confer- 
ence, where they read and deliver in like manner, written answers 
to those reasons. — 8 Grey^ 183. They are meant chiefly to record 
the justification of each House to the nation at large, and to pos- 
terity, and in proof that the miscarriage of a necessary measure is 
not imputable to them. — 3 Grey, 266. At free conferences, the 
managers discuss viva voce, and freely, and interchange proposi- 
tions for such modifications as may be made in a Parliamentary way, 
and may bring the sense of the two Houses together. And each 
party reports in writing to their respective Houses the substance of 
what is said on both sides, and it is entered in their journals. — ^6 
Grey, 220— 8 Hats., 280. {Vide Joint Bules 1.) This report can- 
not be amended or altered as that of a committee may be. — Jour, 
Senate, May 24, 1796. 

A conference may be asked, before the House asking it has come 
to a resolution of disagreement, insisting or adhering. — 3 Mats., 
269, 341. In which case the papers are not left with the other con- 
ferees, but are brought back to be the foundation of the vote to be 
given. And this is the most reasonable aod respectful proceeding. 
For, as was urged by the Lords' on a particular occasion, ** it is held 
vain, and below the wisdom of Parliament, to reason or argue 
against fixed resolutions, and upon terms of impossibility to per- 
suade." — 8 Ifats.f 226. So the Commons say **an adherence is 
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neyer delivered at a free conference^ which implies debate." — 10 
Grey^ 147. And on another occasion the Lords make it an objec- 
tion that the Commons had asked a free conference after they had 
made resolations of adhering. It was then uffirmed, however, on 
the part of the Commons, that nothing was more Parliamentary 
than to proceed with free conferences after adhering, 8 Hata.^ 269 ; 
and we do, in fact, see instances of conference or free conference, 
asked after the resolution of disagreeing. 8 Hats.^ 251, 253, 260, 
286, 291, 816, 849, of insisting, ib., 280, 299, 299, 819, 822, 855, of 
adhering, 269, 270, 283, 800, and even of a second or final adher- 
ence. — 8 Hais.^ 270. And in all cases of conference asked after a 
vote of disagreement, etc., the conferees of the Hdnse asking it are 
to leave the papers with the conferees of the other ; and in one case 
where they refused to receive them, they were left on the table in 
the conference chamber. — ^2 HcbU,^ 271, 817, 323, 354. — 10 Orey^ 
146. 

After a free conference, the usage is to proceed with free con- 
ferences, and not to return again to a conference. — 3 HaU.^ 270 — 9. 
Grey, 229. 

After a conference denied, a free conference may be asked. — 1 
Grey, 45. 

When a conference is asked, the subject of it must be expressed 
or the conference not agreed to. — Ord, H, Com., 89 — 1 Grey, 426 — 
7 Grey, 81. They are sometimes asked to inquire concerning an 
offense or default of a member of the other House — 6 Grey, 181 — 1 
Chatidler 304 ; or the failure of the other House to present to the 
King a bill passed by both Houses, 8 Grey, 802, or on information 
received, and relating to the safety of the nation — 10 Grey, 171 ; 
or when the methods of Parliament are thought by the one House to 
have been departed from by the other, a conference is asked to come 
to a .right understanding thereon. — 10 Chey, 148. So, when an un- 
parliamentary message has been sent, instead of answering it, they 
ask a conference. — 3 Grey, 155. Formerly, an address, or articles 
of impeachment, or a bill with amendments, or a vote of the House, 
or concurrence in a vote, or a message from the King, were some- 
times communicated by way of conference. 7 Grey, 128, 300, 887, 
—7 Grey, 80—8 Grey, 210, 256—1 Tarbuck'a Deb., 278—10 Grey, 
293, Chandler, 49, 287. But this is not the modern practice— 8 
Grey, 255. 

A conference has been asked after the first reading of a bill. — 
1 Grey, 194. This is a singular Instance. 
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MESSAGES. 



Messages between the two Houses are only to be sent while both 
Houses are sitting. — 8 Hats., 16. They are received during a de- 
bate, without adjourning the debate. 3 ffati., 22. 

In Senate, meisengers are introduced in any state of barinesi, except— 1, 
While a question is putting. 2. While the yeas and nays are calling. 8. 
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While the ballots are oalllnff. The first ease is short ; the seoond and third 
are cases where anj interruption might occasion errors difficult to be corrtcted. 
J2uZ« 46. 

In the House of KepresentatiTes, as in Parliament, if the House be in a 
committee, when a messenger attends, the Speaker takes the chair to reneive 
the message, and then quits it to return into a committee, without a question 
or interruption. — 4 Orey, ' 



MesseDgers are not saluted by the membera, but by the Speaker, 
for the House.— G'rey, 253, 474. 

If the messengers commit an error in deliyering their messages, 
they may be admitted or called in to correct their message. — 4 Grey, 
41. Accordingly, March 13, 1800, the Senate having made two 
amendments to a bill from the House of Representatives, their sec- 
retary by mistake delivered one only; which being inadmissible 
by itself, that House disagreed, and notified the Senate of their 
disagreement. This produced a discovery of the n\istake. The 
Secretary was sent to the other House to correct his mistake, the 
correction was received, and the two amendments acted on de novo. 

As soon as the messenger who has brought bills from the other 
House has retired, the Speaker holds the bill in his hand and ac- 
quaints the House, " that the other House have by their messengers, 
sent certain bills," and then reads their titles, and delivers them to 
the clerk to be safely kept till they shall be called for to be read. — 
ffakew.^ 178. 

It is not the usage for one House to inform the other by what num- 
bers a bill has passed. — 10 Grey, 150. Yet they have sometimes 
recommended a bill as of great importance to the consideration of the 
House to which it is sent — 8 ffcUs., 25. Nor when they have rejected 
a bill from the other House, do they give notice of it ; but it passes 
sub-aUentio to prevent unbecoming altercations. — 1 Black,, 183. 

But in Congress the rejection is noticed by message to the Hoase la whioh 
the bill originated.— Joint Bules, 12. 

A question is never asked by the one House of the other, by way 
of message, but only at a conference ; for this is an interrogatory, 
not a message. — 3 Grey, 151, 181. 

When a bill is sent by one House to the other, and is neglected, 
they may send a message to remind them of it — 8 ffats., 25 — 5 Grey, 
154. But if it be mere inattention, it is better to have it done in- 
formally, by communications between the Speakers, or members of 
the tiro Houses. 

Where the subject of a message is of a nature that it can properly 
be communicated to both Houses of Parliament, it is expected that 
this communication should be made to both on the same day. But 
where a message was accompanied with an original declaration, 
signed by the party to which the message referred, it being sent to 
one House, was not noticed by the other, because the declaration, 
being original, could not possibly be sent to both Houses at the same 
time.— 2 Hats., 260, 261, 262. 

The King having sent original letters to the Commons, afterwards 
desires them to be returned, that he may communicate them to the 
Lords. — 1 Chandler, 308. 
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SECTION XL7IIL 

ABSENT. 

The House which has received a iSill, and passed it, ma^ present it 
for the King's assent, and ought to do it, though they have not by 
message, notified to the other their passage of it. Tet the notifying 
by message is a form which ought to be obserred between the two 
Houses, from motires of respect and good understanding. — 2 HaU.^ 
248. Were the bill to be withheld from beitig presented to the King, 
it would be an infringement of the rules of Parliament. — 2 HaU.^ 242. 

When a bill bai paised beth Uonsas of Oongresa, the House last aeting on It 
notlflea He passage to the other, and delirers the bill to the Joint oommittee 
on enrollment, who see that it Is truly enrolled in parchment. — (Fide Joint 
Etdetf 6.) When the bill Is enrolled, it is not to be written In paragraphs, 
but solidly and all of a piece, that the blanks within the paragraphs may not 
glre room for forgery .~9 Orey, 143. It is then put In the hands of the clerk 
of the House of BepresentatlTes, to hare It rigned by the Speaker. The clerk 
then brings It by way of message to the 8enat«, to be signed by their Presi- 
dent. Their Secretary of the Seoate returns it to the committee on enrollment, 
who present it to the President of the United 8tates.>-( Vide Joint Mules, 8, 9.) 
If he approves, he signs, and deposits it among the rolls In the office of the 
Secretary of State, and notifies by message the House in which it originated,' 
that he has approved and signed it ; of which that House Informs the other 
by message. If the President dlsapprores, he is to return it, with his objeo- 
tlons, to the House in which it shall have originated, who are to enter the 
obJi>ctionsat large, on their Journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after 
■uoh reconsideration, two-thirds of the House shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent, together with the President's objections, to the other House, 
by which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and If approved by two-thirds of that 
House, it shall become a law. If any bill shall not be returned by the Presi- 
dent within ten days (Sunday a excepted,) after it ahall have been preaen'ed 
to him, the aame ahall be a law, in like manner aa if he had aigned it, unleaa 
the Oongreaa, by their adjournment, prerent ita return, in which oaae it ahall 
not be a law. — Contt, U. 8., Art. 1, iStc. 7. 

Kvery order, resolution, or vote, to which the concurrence of the Senate and 
House of RepresentatiTea may beneceasary, (except on a queation of adjourn- 
ment,) shall be presented to the President of the United States, and before 
the same shall take effect shall be approTed by him, or being dtsapproTed by 
him, shall be repaaaed by two-thirda of the Senate and Houae of Bepreaenta- 
tlTCfl, according to the rulea and limltatlona preaoribed in the oaae of a bill.— > 
Ocntt. U, S., Art. I, See. 7. 

SECTION XLIX. 



JOURNALS. 

Each Houae' ahall keep ajoamalof ita proceedinga, and flrom time to time 
publlah the same, excepting auoh parte aa may, in their Judgment, require ae- 
crecy.— Ccm«t. U. 3., Art. 1, 6,8. 

The proceedinga of the Senate, when not acting aa In a oommittee of the 
Houae, ahall be entered on the Joumala, aa oonciaely aa poasible. care being 
taken to detail a true aceonnt of the proceedings. Every vote of the Senate 
aball be entered on the Jonrnala, and a brief statement of the oontenta of each 
petition, memorial, or paper, preaented to the Senate, be alao inaerted on the 
Journals. — Bule 82. 

The tlf les ot bills, and auoh parti thereof only aa ahall be affected by pro- 
poaed amendmenta, shall be. inserted on the Journals.— £uZe 81. 

If a question is interrupted by a rote to adjourn, or to proceed to 
the orders of the day, the original question is neyer printed in the 
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journal, it never having been a vote, nor introductory to any vote ; 
but when suppreaaed by the previoua question, the first question 
must be stated, in order to introduce and make inteiligibie, the 
second. — 2 HaU.y 88. 

So, also, when a quesion is postponed, adjourned, or laid on the 
table, the original question, thoiifeh not yet a vote, must be express- 
ed in the journals ; because it makes part of the vote of postpone- 
ment, adjourning, or laying on the table. 

Where amendments are made to a question, those amendments are 
not printed in the journals, separated from the question, but only the 
question as finally agreed to by the House. The rule of entering in 
the journals only what the House has agreed to, is founded in great 
prudence and good sense ; as there may be many questions proposed 
which it may be improper to publish to the world, in the form in 
which they are made. — 2 JTofo., 85. 

In both Houset of Oongress, all queitloai whereon the yeas and nays are 
desired, by one fifth of the members present, whether deoided afflrmatiyely or 
negatirely, must be entered in the joornals.— Const. XT, S, Art. 1, 6, 3. 

The first order for printing the votes of the House of Commons, was 
October 80th, 1686.— 1 Chandler, 887. 

Some judges have been of opinion that the journals of the House of 
Commons are no records, but remembrances. But this is not law. — 
Cob,, 110, 111— i:a;. PaW., 114, 116— Jour. H, a. Mar, 17, 1692— 
HaU Pari,, 105. For the Lords in their House, have power of judica- 
ture ; the Commons, in their House, have power of judicature ; and 
both Houses together have power of judicature ; and the book of the 
clerk of the House of Commons is a record, as is affirmed by act of 
Parliament — 6 ff,, 8 e. 16 — Inst., 28, 84; and every member of the 
House of Commons has a judicial place. — 4 Inst, 15. As records,they 
are open to every person ; and a printed note of either House is suffi- 
cient ground for the other to notice it. Either may appoint a com- 
mittee to inspect the journals of the other, and report what has been 
done by the other in any particular case.

SECTION L. 

ADJOUBNMBNT. 

The two Houses of Parliament have the sole, separate and indepen- 
dent power of a(]yournlng, each their respective Houses. The King 
has no authority to adjourn them ; he can only signify his desire, and 
it is in the wisdom or prudence of either House to comply with his 
requisition or not, as they see fitting. — 2 Hats., 882 — 1 Macksione, 186 
—6 Grey, 122. 

By the Oonstitntlon of the United States, a smaller number than a majority 
may adjourn from day to day.— 1. 6. But neither House, during the session 
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of OongreBs, shall wUhout the consent of the other adjonm for more than thrte 
days, nor to any other place than that in which the two Houses shall be sit- 
ting. — 1.6. The President may, on extraordinary occasion, convene both 
Houses, or either of them, and in case of disagreement between them, with 
respect to the time of adjournment, he may adjonm them to such time as he 
•hall think proper. — Corut., 11., 3. , 

A motion to adjourn, simply, cannot be amended, as by adding, '*To 
a particular day." But must be put simply, ** That this House do 
noW' adjourn ?'' and if carried in the affirmative, it is adjourned to 
the next sitting day, unless it has come to a previous resolution, "That 
at its rising it will adjourn to a particular day ;" and then the House 
is adjourned to that day. — 2 IlcUa., 82. 

Where it is convenient that the business of the House be suspend- 
ed for a short time, as for a conference presently to be held, etc., it 
adjourns during pleasure. — 2 Hais.^ 306. Or for a quarter of an hour. 
6 Greify 831. 

If a question be put for adjournment, it is no adjournment till the 
Speaker pronounces it. — 6 Grer/^ 13V. And from courtesy and respect 
no member leaves his place till the Speaker has passed on. 



SECTION LI. 



A SBSSION. 

Parliament has three modes of separation, to wit : by adjournment, 
by prorogation or dissolution by the King, or by the efflux of the 
term for which they were elected. Prorogation or dissolution consti- 
tutes th6re what is called a session ; provided some act has passed. 
In this case, all matters depending before them are discontinued, and 
at their next meeting are to be taken up de novo^ if taken up at all. — 1 
MacksLy 186. Adjournment, which is by themselves, is no more than 
a continuance of the session from one day to another, or for a fort- 
night, a month, etc., ad libititm. All matters depending remain in 
ttatu qvOy and when they meet again, be the term ever so distant, are 
resumed without any fresh commencement, at the point at which they 
were left.— 1 Lev., 166— Z<?x. ParL^ e. 2—1 Eo, Bep., 29—4: Inst, 7,27, 
28— ^M«., 61—1 Mod.y 162— Euffh. Jac, L. JHct Parliammis—BlackBt 
186. Their whole session is considered in law but as one day, and 
has relation to the first day thereof. — Bro, Abr, Farliamenty 86. 

Committees may be appointed to sit during a recess by adjourn- 
ment, but not by prorogation, — 6 Grey, 874 — 9 Grey, 860 — 1 Chandler ^ 
60. Neither house can continue any portion of itself in any Parlia- 
mentary function, beyond the end of the session without the consent 
of the two other branches. When done, it is by a bill constituting 
them commissioners for the particular purpose. 

Congress separate in two ways only, to wit, by adjournment or dissolution, 
by the efflux of their time. What then constitutes a session with them ? A 
dissolution certainly closes one session, and the meeting of a new Congress 
begins another. The Constitution authorises the President, <*0n extraordi- 
nary occasions, to convene both Houses or either of them." Art. 1, Seel, 
If convened by the President's proclamation, this must begin a new session, 
and of course determine the preceding one to have been aeession. S0| if it 
meets under the clause of the Constitution, which says, «The Congress shall 
assemble at least once in every year, and such meeting shall be on tha first 
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Monday of D ^c^mber, unleM ttaey ■ball by law appoint a different day."— 1.4. , 
— this must begin a new session. For even if the last adjournment wan to 
this day, the ao t of adjonroment is merged In the higher anthonty of the Con. 
■titution, aad the meeting will be under that, and not under their adjoura- 
mont. So ikr we have fixed land-marks for aetermlniog sessions. In other 
oases, It is declared by a Joint Tote authoriclog the President of the Senate 
and the Speaker, to close the session on a fixed day, which is usually in the 
following form, « Besolred by the Senate and House of RepresentatiTes, that 
the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House of AepresentatiTes, be 
authorized to close the present session by adjourning their respectire Houses 
on the —^ day of —

When it was said above that all matters depending before Parlia- 
ment were discontinued by the determination of the session, it was 
not meant for judiciarj cases depending before the House of Lords, 
such as impeachments, appeals, and writs of error. These stand con- 
tinued, of course, to the next session. — Raym,^ 120, 381 — Ruffh. Jac» 
L. D. Parliament. 

Impeachmentg stand in like manner continued before the Senate of the Uni- 
ted States.* 

SECTION LIL 
TREATIES. 



The President of the United States has power, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to make treaties, provided two-thirds of the Senators 
present concur — Oorut. V, S., Art. 2, Sect. 2. 

All confidential communications made by the President of the United States 
to the Senate, shall be by the members thereof, kept inviolably secret ; and 
that all treaties, which may hereafter be laid before the Senate, shall also be 
kept secret until the Senate shall by their resolution take off the injunction 
of secrecy. — Eule 88. 

Treaties are legislatiye acts. A treaty is the law of the land.. It 
differs from other laws only as it must have the consent of a foreign 
nation, being but a contract with respect to that nation. In all 
countries, I believe, except England, treaties are made by the legis- 
lative power ; and there also, if they touch the laws of the land, 
they must be approved by Parliament. Ware vs. Hylton. — 3 Dal- 
W i20jD., 199. It is acknowledged, for instance, that the King of 
Great Britain cannot, by a treaty, make a citizen of an alien. — 
Vattdy b. 1, c. 19, sec. 214. An act of Parliament was necessary 
to validate the American treaty of 1788. And abundant examples 
of such acts can be cited. In the case of the treaty with Utrecht, in 
1712, the commercial articles required the concurrence of Parlia- 
ment ; but a bill brought in for that purpose was rejected. France, 
the other contracting party, suffered these articles in practice, to be 
not insisted on, and adhered to the rest of the treaty. — i lims^s 
mat. Mod. Europe, 457—2 SmoUeU, 242, 246. 

By the Oonstitution of the United States, this department of legislation Is 
confined in two branches only, of the ordinary legislature ; the Presideot or- 
iginating, and Senate having a negatlTc. To what subjects this power ex- 
tends, has not been defined in detail by the Constitution ; nor are we entirely 
■ — » ■ 11.^ 

*It was held in the case of Hastings, that a dissolution did not work the 
diseontin nance of an impeachment. 
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agreed among onrselTes. 1. It ii admitted that it mutt eonoern the foreign 
nati • n, party to the contract, or it would be a mere nullity, re» inter eUioi acta. 
2. liy the general power to make treatiesi the Constitution muit have in- 
tended to comprehend only those objects which are usually regulated by 
treaty, and cannot be otherwise regulated. 8. It must hare meanc to except 
out of these the rights reserved to the States ; for surely the President and 
Senate cannot do by treaty what the whole Qoyemment is interdicted from 
doing in any way. 4. And also to except those subjects ot legislation in 
which it gave a t»articipation to the House of BepresentatiTCS. This last ex- 
ception is denied by some, on the ground that it would leave very little mat- 
ter for the treaty to worlL on. The less the better, say others. The Constl> 
tutioa thought it wise to restrain the Sxeoutive and Senate from entangling 
and embroiling our affairs with those of Europe. Besides, as the negotia- 
tions are carried on by the Executive alone, the subjecting to the ratification 
of the Representatives such articles as are within their participation, is no 
more inconvenient than to tbe Senate. But the ground of tliis exemption is 
denied as unfounded, for example, e,g. the treaty of commerce with France; 
and it will be found that out of thirty-one articles, there are not more than 
small portions of two or three of them which would not stiU remain as sub- 
jects of treaties, untouched by these exceptions. 

Treaties beiug declared, equally with the laws of the United States, to bo 
the supreme law of the land, it is undert>iood that an act of the Legislature 
alone can declare them infringed or rescinded. This was accordingly the 
process adopted in the case of Jb'rauoe, in 1798. 

It has been the usage of the Executive, when it communicates a treaty to 
the Senate for their ratification, to communicate also the correspondence of 
the negotiations. This having been omitted in the case of the Prussian 
treaty, wad asked by a vote ot the Uouse, of February 12, 1800, and was ob- 
tained. And in December, 1800, the Convention of that year between the 
United States and France, with the report of the negotiations with the En- 
voys, but not their instructions, being laid before the Senate, the instruc- 
tions were asked lor, and communicated by the President. 

The mode of voting on questions of ratification, is by nominal call. 

Whenever a treaty shall be laid before the Senate for ratification, it shall 
' be lead a first time lor information only; when do motion to reject, ratify, or 
modify tbe wfiole or any part shall be received. 

Its secund r«adinic shall be lor consideration; and on a subsequent day, 
when it biiaii be taken up as in a committee of the waole, and every one shall 
be free tu muve a question on any particular article, in this lorm : ** Will the 
Senate advise and consent to tlie ratification of this article," or propose 
amendments thereto, either by inserting or leaving out words, in wbioh last 
case the question sh«il be, ** Shall the words stand part of the article! '* 
And in every of tbe said cases, the concurrence of two-thirds of the Senators 
present shall be required to decide atfirmatively. And when througii the 
whole, the proceediu|{s shall be stated to the House, and questions be again 
severally put thereon for confirmation, or new ones proposed, requiring in 
liKe manner a concurrence of twu-ihirds for whatever in retained or inserted. 

The vutes so confirmed bhall, by tne ilouee or a committee thereof, be re- 
duced into the form of a ratification with or without modiflcaiions, as may 
have been decided, and shall be proposed on a subsequent day, when every 
one shall again be iree to move amendments, either oy inserting or leaving 
out wuids; in which last case tbe question shall be, ** Shall the woids stand, 
part of tbe resoiuuculf " And in buth cases the concurrence of two-thiids 
shall be requisite to carry the afilrmativo, as well as on the final questien to 
advise and consent te the ratification in the form agreed to.-^HtUe 37. 

When any question may have been decided by the Senate, in which two- 
thirds 01 tue members presnut are necessary to carry the affirmative, any 
member who voted on tiiat stde whlcu prevailed on the question, may oe at 
liberty to move lor a reconsideration ; and a motion for reconsideration shall 
be decided by a majority of votes.— itfuie 42. 
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SECTION Lin. 
IMPIAOHMENT. 



The House of Bepresentatlyes shall have the sole power of impeaohment.— 
Contt. v. S.f Art. I, See. 8. 

The Senate shall hare the sole power to try all impeachments When sitting 
for that purpose, they shall he on oath or aflBirmatlon. When the President 
of the United States is tried, the Ohief Justice shall preside ; and no person 
shall be coDTioted without the concurrence of two-thirds of the membera 
present. Judgment in cases of impeachment, shall not extend farther than 
removal from ofAce and disqualification to hold and eujoy any of&ce of honor, 
trust, or profit, under the United States. But the party con noted shall 
nevertheless be liable and subject to indictment, trial, Judgment, and pun- 
ishment, according to law. — Contt. U. S.f Art. 1, See. 8. 

The President, Yice-Pr sident, and all civil ottcers of the United States, 
shall be removed from office on impeachment for, and conviction ot treason, 
bribery, or other high crimes or misdemeanors. — Comt. U. S. Art, 2, Sec. 4. 

The trial of crime, except in cases of impeachment, shall be by jury. — Comt. 
U. S. Art, 3, Sec. 2. 

These are the provisions of the Oonstitution of the United States 
on the subject of impeachments. The following is a sketch of some 
of the principles and practices of England, on the same subject: 

JURISDICTION. 

The Lords cannot impeach any to themselves, nor join in the 
accusation, because they axe judges. — 8dd, Judie, in Pari, 12, 68. 
Nor can they proceed against a commoner, but on the complaint of the 
Commons. Id., 84. The Lords may not, by the law, try a com- 
moner for capital offence, on the information of the Kimg, or a 
private person ; because the accused is entitled to a trial by his 
peers generally ; but on accusation by the House of Commons, they 
may proceed against the delinquent of whatsoever degree, and 
whatsover be the nature of the offence ; for there they do not assume 
to themselves trial at common law. The Commons are then instead of 
a Jury, and the judgment is given on their demand, which is instead 
of a verdict. So the Lords do only judge, but not try the delin- 
quent. — Id., 6, 7. But Wooddeson denies that a commoner can be 
charged capitally before the Lords, even by the Commons ; and cites 
Fitxharris*8 case, 1681, impeached of high treason, where the Lords 
remitted the prosecution to the inferior court. — 8 Crrey*^ Deb,, 825, 
6, 7—2 Wooddeson, 601, 676—8 Seld.^ 1610, 1619, 1641—4 Mack,^ 
267—8 JSeld,, 1604, 1618, 9, 1666. 

ACCUSATION. 

The Commons, as the grand inquest . of the nation, become suitors 
for penal justice.— 2 Wbodd,, 697—6 Greif, 866. The general 
coarse is to pass a resolution, containing a criminal charge 
against the supposed delinquent, and then to direct some member 
to impeach him by oral accusation, at the bar of the House of Lords, 
in the name of the Commons. The person signifies that the articles 
will be exhibited, and desires that the delinqent may be sequestered 
from liis seat, or be committed, or that the Peers will take order for 
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bis appearance.— /Soeto. Trial, 826—2 Woodd, 602, 605— Xonb* 
Jour., 8 June, 1701— 1 Wma,, 616—6 Grey, 824. 



PROOESS. 



If the party do not appear, proclamations are to be issued, giving 
him a day to appear. On their return, they are strictly examined. 
If any error be found in them a new proclamation issues, giving a 
short day. If he appear not, his goods may be arrested, and they 
may proceed. — Beld, JikL 98, 99. 



ABTIOLES. 

The accusation (article) of the Commons, is substituted in place 
of an indictment Thus, by the usage of Parliament in impeach- 
ment for writing or speakiniiri the particular words need not be 
specified.— /Sac^ TV., 826 — WoodtL, 602, 606— Xorcb' Jour., 8 June, 
1701—1 Wme., 616. 

APPSARANCB. 

If he appears, and the case be capital, he answers in custody, 
though not if the accusation be general. He is not to be committed 
but on special accusations. If it be for a misdemeanor only, he 
answers, a Lord in his place, a Commoner at the bar, and not in 
custody, unless, on the answer, the Lords find cause to commit him 
till he finds sureties to attend, and lest he should fly. — JSeld, Jud., 
96, 99. A copy of the articles is given him and a day fixed for his 
angwer.— 7*. Ray., I. Eushw., 268— i^os^, 282—1 Clar. HieL of ihe 
RA., 379. On a misdemeanor, his appearance may be in person, or 
he may answer in writing or by attorney. — 1 8dd. Jud., 100. The 
general rule on an accusation for a misdemeanor is, that in such a 
state of liberty or restraint as the party is when the Commons com- 
plain of him, in such he is to answer. — 8dd, Jud., 101. If previously 
committed by the Commons, he answers as a prisoner. But this 
may be called in some sort, judicium parium euorun^^Sdd, Jud, 
In misdemeanors, the party has a right to counsel by the common 
law; but not in capital cases.— ^Safi. Jud, 102-6. 

ANSWER. 

The answer need not observe great strictness of form. He may 
plead guilty as to part, and defend as to the residue ; or saving aU 
exceptions, deny the whole, or give a particular answer to each 
article separately.— 1 Ruth., 274—2 Rutik..

The practice is to Bwear the witneBses in open Ho^8^, and then ex- 
amine them there ; or a committee may be named, who shall exam- 
ine them ^in committee, either on interrogatories agreed on in the 
House, or 'such as the committee, in their discretion, shall demand. 
^8dd. Jud., 120, 128. 

JURY. 

In the case of Alice Fierce, 1 22. 2, a jury was empanneled for 
her trial before a committee. — Sdd, Jud., 123. But this was on a 
complaint, not an impeachment by the Commons. — Sdd. Judy 163. 
It must haye also been for a misdemeanor only, as the Lords Spir- 
itual sat in the cafe, which they do on misdemeanors, but not in 
capital cases. — Seld. Jud., 148. The judgment was a forfeiture of 
all her lands and goods. — Seld. Jud,^ 188. This, Seldon says, is the 
only jury he finds recorded in Parliament for misdemeanors, but he 
makes no doubt, if the delinquent doth put himself on the trial of 
his country, a jury ought to be empanneled ; and he adds that it is 
not BO on impeachment by the Oommons; ior they are in loeo 
proprio, and here no jury ought to be empanneled. — Jd. 124. The 
Lord Berkley, 6 JE, 3, was arraigned for the murder of L. 2, on an 
information on the part of the King, and not an impeachment of the 
Commons ; for then they had been pairia sua. He waived his peer- 
age, and was tried by a jury of Gloucestershire and Warwickshire. 
— Id, 126. In one, 1 M. 7, the Commons protest that they are 
not to be considered as parties to any judgment given or hereafter 
to be given in Parliament. — Id, 133. They have been generally, and 
more justly considered, as is before stated, as the grand jury. — 
For the conceit of Seldon is certainly not accurate, that they are 
the jpo/ria sua of the accused, and that the Lords do only jud^, but 
not try. It is undeniable that they do try. For they examine wit- 
nesses as to the facts, and acquit or condemn according to their own 
belief of them.

PRBSENOB OV COMMONS. 

The Commons are to be present at the examination of witnesses. 
SeUJL Jud., 124. Indeed, they are to attend throughout, either as 
a committee of the whole House ; or otherwise, at discretion, ap- 
point managers to conduct the proofs. — Rushw, TV. of Straff., 37 —

to be given till they demand .it — Sdd. Jud., 124. But they are not 
to be present on impeachment when the Lords 'Consider of the an- 
swer or proofs, and determine of their judgment. Their presence, 
however, is necessary at the answer and judffment in cases capital. 
Id, 68, 169, as well as not capital, 162. The Lords debate the judg- 
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ment among themselves. Then the vote is first taken on the ques- 
tion of guilty or not guilty ; and if they oonvict, the question, or 
particular sentence, is out of that which seemeth to be most gener- 
ally agreed on.— >8^.

JUDGMENr. 

Judgments in Parliament for death, have been strictly guided 
per legem terroe^ which they cannot alter ; and not at all according to 
their discretion. They can neither admit any part of the legal 
judgment, nor add to it. Their sentence must be Mcundenif turn 
vUra, legem, 8eld, Jud, 168, 169, ITO, 171. This trial, thouc^h it va- 
ries in external ceremonies, yet differs not in essentials from crim- 
inal prosecutions before inferior courts. The same rules of evi- 
dence, the same legal notions of crimes and punishments, prevail. 
For impeachments were not framed to alter the law, but to carry it 
into more effectual execution against too powerful delinquents). — 
The judgment therefore, is to be such as is warranted by legal prin- 
ciples or precedents.— 6 ^to. Tr, 14 — 2 Wood.y 611. The Chancellor 
gives judgments in misdemeanor ; the Lord High Steward formerly, 
in cases of life and death. — ^S!^. Jvd,^ 180. But now the Steward 
is deemed not necessary. — Foai,^ 144, — 1 Wood,^ 618. In misdemean- 
ors, the greatest corporeal punishment hath been imprisonment — 
8eld, Jvd,^ 184. The King's assent is necessary in eapital judgments, 
(but 2 Wood,, 614, contra.) but not in misdemeanors. — Seld Jud,, 136.

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BULES AND OBDEKS OF THE SENATE. 



1. The Lieutenant Oovernor of the State, who, by the 
8th Section of the 6th Article of the Constitution, is con- 
stituted ex officio President of the Senate, shall, when pres- 
ent, take the chair at the hour fixed for the meeting of the 
Senate, when he shall immediately call the members to 
order, who shall thereupon take their seats, and continue 
with their heads uncoyered, while the Senate remain in 
session ; the Clerk shall call the roll of members, and as 
soon as a majority is present, the journal of the preceding 
day shall be read, to the end that any mistake may be 
corrected. 

2. The President shall preserve order and decorum; he 
may speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers, rising from his seat for that purpose ; and shall. de- 
cide points of order, subject to an appeal to the Senate by 
any member. 

8. The President shall have the right to name any mem- 
ber to perform the duties of the chair temporarily, who 
shall be invested, during such time, with all the powers 
of the President ; but no member shall be excused from 
voting on any question by reason of his occupying the 
chair; nor shall such substitute's authority, as presid- 
ing officer, extend beyond a day's adjournment of the 
Senate. 

4. In the absence or inability of the President, except 
as provided in rule three, the Senate shall appoint a Presi- 
dent pro tempore^ who shall possess all the powers- and 
prerogatives of the President of the Senate for the time 
being. 

6. Whenever the Senate determmes to go into committee 
of the whole, the President shall name one of the members 
as chairman, who shall, for the time being, be invested 
with all the authority of presiding officer of the Senate. 

6. The President shall appoint all committees, unless 
otherwise directed; he shall sign all acts, memorials, 
addresses and resolutions; and all writs, warrants and 
subpoenas, that may be issued by the Senate, shall be 
signed by him, an^ attested by the Clerk. 

7. Whenever any disturbance or disorderly conduct shall 
occur in the lobby, the President (or chairman of the com- 
mittee of the whole^ shall have power to cause the same 
to be cleared of all persons except the members and 
officers of the Senate. 

8. Questions may be stated by the President while sit- 
ting, but he shall rise to put ft question, and shall use this 
form : '* As many as are of the opiaion that [as the ques-

tion may be,] will say aye ;" and after the affirmatiye voice 
is expressed, **A8 many as are of a different opinion, will 
say no.** If the President doubt as to the yoice of the 
mii|Qipity, 91 a diinsion be oalled ibx^ the Senate shall 
divide — those in the affirmative of the question shail first 
rise and be counted ; and it there still be a doubt, or a 
count be called for, the President shall appoint two tellers^ 
one from each side, to make the count and report the 
same to the President, who shall declare tiie same to the 
Senate. 

9. A mtyority of all the members elected to the Senate, 
most be present to constitute a quorum for the transactioa 
of ordinary business; three-fifths of all the members 
elected to the Senate, must be present to constitute a 
quorum for the passage of appropriation bills, as provided 
by the constitution ol' the State ; a smaller number, how- 
ever, can ad^urn from time to time, and have power to 
compel the attendance of absent members. 

10. No member or officer of the Senate, unless from ill- 
ness or other cause he shall be unable to attend, shall ab- 
sent himself from the sessions of the Senate during an en- 
tire day, without first having obtained leave of absence. 

11. Any committee required or entitled to report upon 
a subject referred to them, may make a majority and 
minority report ; any member of such committee dissent- 
ing in whole or in part, from either the conclusions or the 
reasoning, of both the majority and minority, shall be 
entitled to present to the Senate a brief statement of his 
reasons for such dissent, which, if decorous in its language, 
and respectful to the Senate, shall be entered on the 
journal in connection with the majority and minority re- 
ports. 

12. A Clerk shall be elected at the commencement of 
each session, to hold his office at the pleasure of the Sen- 
ate ; he shall keep a correct journal of the daily proceed- 
ings of the Senate, and perform such other duties as may 
be assigned to him; he shall superintend the recording 
of the journal of proceedings, the engrossing, enrolling, 
transcribing, and copying of bills, resolutions, etc.; shall 
permit no records nor papers belonging to the Senate to 
be taken out of his custody, otherwise than in the regular 
course of business ; shall report any missing papers to the 
notice of the President; and generally shall perform, un- 
der the direction of the President, all duties pertaining to 
his office as Clerk. 

18. A Sergeant*at'Arms shall be elected at the com- 
mencement of each session to hold his office at the pleas- 
ure of the Senate. It shall be his duty to execute aU 
orders of the President of the Senate, and to perform all 
duties they may assign to him, connected with the police 
and good order of the Senate Chamber ; to e|:eroise a su- 
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peryision over the ingress and egress ef all persons to and 
from the chamber ; to see that messages, etc., are promptly 
executed, and the requisite fires are kept up during the 
appropriate season ; and to perform all other serrices per- 
taining to the post of Sergeant-at-Arms. 

14. The following standing committees shall be elected <^oinmit- 
by the Senate, at such time as may be designated, unless *^^"* 
otherwise directed : 

The Joint Committees on Investigation, Local Laws, Joint Com- 
and Printing, shall consist, on the part of the Senate, of ™*t*«o8- 
one for the former, and two for each of the latter. The 
Committees on the Judiciary and Railroads, shall consist 
of five members each, and all other committees of three 
members each.

18.- When any member Is called to order, he shall sit 
down until it shall be determined whether he is in order 
or not, except he be permitted to explain ; and if a mem- 
ber be called to order ior words spoken in debate, the ex- 
ceptionable words shall be taken down in writing, imme- 
diately. 

10- When two or more members happen to rise at the 
same time, the President shall name the member who is 
first to speak. 

20. No member shall speak more than twice on the 
same question during the same day, nor more than once 
on a motion for commitment without leave of the Senate. 

21. While the President is putting any question or ad- 
dressing the Senate, no member shall walk out of or across 
the room, nor entertain private discourse ; nor whilst a 
member is speaking, shall pass between him and the chair. 
No member or other person shall visit or remain by the 
Clerk's table while the ayes and noes are being called, or 
the ballots counted. 

22. No member shall vote on aiy question in any case 
where he was not in the chamber of the Senate when 
the question was put, unless by leave of the Senate ; nor 
shall any member be counted, upon a division and count 
of the Senate, who shall be without the chamber at the 
time. 

Every Sen- 28. . Every member who may be within the Senate cham- 
Jt^il!?IS** ^®^ when the question is put, shall give his vote unless the 
Senate shall excuse him from voting. When a question 
is being taken, or about to be taken, it shall be competent 
for any member to call for the ayes and noes, which shall 
be entered on the journal. All motions to excuse a mem- 
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ber from voting shall be made before the call of ayes and 
noes is commenced ; and any Senator wishing to be excased 
from voting, may briefly and pertinently explain his reasons 
therefor, before the call of ayes and noes is commenced ; 
but when the ayes and noes are being taken, the call shall 
not be interrupted for any purpose whatever. 

24. When a motion ia made and seconded, it shall be 
stated by the President, or, being in writing, it shall be 
handed to the Chair, and read aloud before debate. 

26. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 
President or any member desire it. 

26. After a motion is stated by theTresident, or read by 
the cleric, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Senate, but may be withdrawn or altered at any time be- 
fore a decision or amendment, on leave of the Senate. 

27. When a question is under debate, ho motion shall 
be in order, except to adjourn, to send for papers for 
reconsideration, to reconsider, to lay on the table, for the 
previous question, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, 
to amend, to strike out the enacting clause, or postpone 
indefinitely ; and these several motions shall have preced- 
ence in the order in which they herein stand arranged. 
But a motion to postpone to a day certain, to strike oul 
the enacting clause, or postpone indefinitely, shall not 
again be in order on the same day, or at the same stage of 
the proposition. 

28. A motion to adjourn shall be always in order, except 
as restricted by the ** previous question." A motion to 
adjourn, to lay on the table, to take a recess, shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

29. The '* previous question'' shall be in this form: 
" Shall the main question be now put ? " It shall only be 
admitted when sustained by a majority of the members 
present, and shall preclude amendments and further de- 
bate, until the main question shall have been disposed of. 
The ** main question " shall be the original proposition and 
pending amendments. When the Senate shall have de- 
termined that the main question shall not now be put, the 
pending subject shall be considered as remaining under 
debate. When the Senate shall have determined tnat the 
main question shall now be put, its effect shall be to bring 
the Senate to a direct vote — first on pending amendments 
in their order, and then on the main question, without 
debate or farther amendment. But after the previous 
question has been sustained, and prior to the Senate hav- 
ing determined that the main question shall now be put, a 
motion to adjourn, and a call of the Senate, shall each be 
once in order; but no further motion or call shall be in 
order, except to receive the report of the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, or dispense with proceedings under the call ; and 

• all motions and proceedings authorized by this rule, shall 
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be decided without debate, wbether on appeal or other- 
wifle. 

80. It shall be in order for any member who roted in the 
majority on any question, for any member who voted in 
the negative, when the Senate was equally divided, to 
move a reconsideration of such vote, on the same or next 
succeeding day that the Senate shall be in session; and 
such motion shall take precedence of all other questions, 
except a motion to adjourn, and a motion to recall from 
the Assembly the proposition on which the vote is pro- 
posed to be reconsidered. But no motion to reconsider 
shall be in order, unless the paper on which the vote is 
proposed to be reconsidered is in possession of the Senate. 
A motion to reconsider having been put and lost, shall be 
de deemed a finality on that question. 

81. Any member may call for a division of the question, 
when the same shall admit of it. A motion to strike out 
being lost, shall not preclude an amendment, nor a motion 
to strike out and insert 

82. In presenting a petition, memorial, remonstrance, 
or other communication, addressed to the Senate or As- 
sembly, the member shall only state the general purport 
of it. 

88. A member offering a resolution or an amendment to 
a bill, resolution or memorial, shall first read the same in 
his place, before presenting it to the President; and every 
petition, memorial, remonstrance, resolution, bill and re- 
port of committee, shall be endorsed with its appropriate 
title ; and immediately under the endorsement, the name 
of the member presenting the same shall be written. 

34. Any three members may make a call of the Senate 
and require absent members to be sent for, but a call of 
the Senate cannot be made after the voting has com- 
menced ; and the call of the Senate being ordered, and the 
absentees noted, the doors shall be closed, and no member 
permitted to leave the room until the report of the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms be received and acted upon, or further pro- 
ceedings in the call be suspended, or the Senate adjourn. 
Previous to the reception of such report, further proceed- 
ings in the call shall not be suspended, except by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members present. 

86. The rules observed in the Senate shall govern, as far 
as practicable, the proceedings in committee of the whole, 
except that a member may speak oftener than twice on the 
same subject, and that a call of the ayes and noes, or for 
the previous qnestion, cannot be made in committee. 

86. Amendments made in committee of the whole shall 
be entered on a separate piece of paper, and reported to 
the Senate by the Chairman, standing in his place, on the 
floor of the Senate. All amendments and other proposi- 
tions reported by committee of the whole, shall be dis- 
posed Of in the same manner as if proposed in the Senate.

46. Memorials to Congress, to the President of the 
United States, or the head of either of the departments, 
shidl be considered in committee of the whole before being 
adopted. 

47. Committees shall not absent themselves from the 
Senate by reason of their appointment, unless special 
leave for that purpose be first obtained. 

48. It shall be in order for the committee on enroll- 
ment to report at any time. 

49. The proceedings of the Senate on executive busi- 
ness shall be kept in a separate book of record, to be pro- 
vided by the Chief Clerk of the Senate, and published with 
the proceedsngs of the Senate. When an amendment of 
the Constitution, or any bill requiring the concurrence of 
more than a majority of the members present, Is under 
consideration, a mere majority may decide all questions 
arising thereon, except the finid question. 

60. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in 
Jefferson's Manual, shall f(ovem the Senate in all cases to 
which they are applicable, and in which they are not in- 
consistent with these rules and the orders of the Senate, 
and the joint rules and orders of the Senate and Assembly. 
Upon the final passage of any bill or proposition in which 
the concurrence of more than a majority of Senators pres- 
ent is required by the constitution of this State, the ques- 
tion shall be taken by ayes and noes, which shall be en- 
tered at large upon the journal, and it shall be the duty 
of the Chief Clerk to certify on the back of every such 
bill or proposldon, the number of Senators voting for and 
against the passage of the same. 

61. The President is authorized to administer all oaths 
prescribed in the foregoing rules. 

62. The standing hour for the daily meeting of the 
Senate, shall be 10 o'clock in the morning, until the Sen- 
ate direct otherwise. 

63. No standing rule or order for the Senate shall be 
nor shall any rule be rescinded, changed or suspended, 
except by a vote of at least two-thirds of the members 
present.

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KULES AND ORDERS OP THE ASSEMBLY. 
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MnriNO, QUOBUM, PBIYILEOES, Bro. 

1. The hour for the meeting of the Assembly shall be 
at ten o'clock, A. IC., nnless a different hour be prescribed 
by resolution. 

2. A majority of all the members elected to the Assem- 
bly must be present to constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business ; a smaller number, however, can ad- 
journ from time to time, and shall have power to compel 
the attendance of absent members. 

8. No member or officer of the Assembly, unless from 
illness or other cause he shall be unable to attend, shall 
absent himself from the sessions of the Assembly during 
an entire day, without first having obtained leave of ab- 
sence ; and no one shall be entitled to draw pay while ab- 
sent more than one entire day, without leave, except he 
be confined by sickness at the seat of government. 

4. Contestants for seats shall have the privileges of 
the House until their respective cases are disposed of; the 
privileges to extend only so far as access to the Assembly 
Chamber during the time occupied in settling the contest. 

6. Persons of the lollowiLg classes, and no others, shall 
be admitted to the floor of the House during the sessions 
thereof, viz. : TbQ Governor and Lieutenant Governor ; 
Members of the Senate ; The State Officers ; The Regents 
of the University ; Members of Congress ; Judges of the 
Supreme and other Courts ; Ex-Members of the Wisconsin 
Legislature ; All editors of newspapers within the State, 
and reporters for the Press ; Such other persons as the 
Speaker may invite. 

6. Whenever any disturbance or disorderly conduct 
shall occur in the lobby or gallery, the Speaker— or the 
Chairman of the Committee of the Whole — shall have 
power to cause the same to be cleared of all persons, jex- 
cept members and officers of the Assembly. 

7. No member or officer of the Assembly shall be per- 
mitted to read newspapers within the bar of the House 
while the Assembly is in session ; nor shall any person be 
permitted to smoke in the Assembly room at any time. 

OF THB OFFICERS. 

8. The Assembly shall elect, viva voce, one of its mem- 
bers as presiding officer, who shall be styled Speaker of 
THE Assembly, and he shall hold his office during one 
session. 
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9. It shall be the general daty of the Speaker — 

To open the session, at the time to which the Assembly 
is adjourned, by taking the chair and calling the members 
to order ; 

To announce the business before the Assembly in the 
order in which it is to be acted upon ; 

To receive and submit, in the proper manner, all motions 
and propositions presented by the members ; 

To put to vote all questions which are regularly moved, 
or which necessarily arise in the course of proceedings, 
and to announce the result ; 

To restrain the members, when engaged in debate, 
within the rules of order ; 

To enforce on all occasions the observance of order and 
decorum among the members ; 

To inform the Assembly, when necessary, or when re- 
ferred to for the purpose, io a point of order or practice ; 

To authenticate, by his signature, when necessary, all 
the acts, orders, and proceedings of the Assembly ; 

To name the members — when directed to do so in a 
particular case, or when it is a part of his general duty by 
these rules — who are to serve on committees ; and in gen- 
eral ; 

To represent and stand for the Assembly, declaring its 
will, and in all thiogs obeymg its commands. 

10. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum; 
may speak to points of order in preference to others, ris- 
ing from his seat for that purpose ; and he shall decide 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Assembly 
by any member, on which appeal no member shall speak 
more than once, unless by leave of the Assembly. On an 
appeal being taken, the question shall be : ** Shall the de- 
cision of the chair stand as the judgment of the Assem- 
bly f" — which question, and the action of the Assembly 
thereon, shall be entered on the journal. 

11. The Speaker may call a member to the Chair, but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment 

12. In the absence of the Speaker, the Assembly shall 
elect a Speaker pro tempore, whose office shall cease on the 
return of the Speaker. 

18. The Speaker shall vote on a call of the yeas and 
nays, and his name shall be recorded with those of the 
other members. 

14. A Chief Clerk shall be elected at the commence- 
ment of each session, to hold his office at the pleasure of 
the Assembly ; he shall keep a correct journal of the daily 
proceedings of the body, and perform such other duties as 
may be assigned to him ; he shall superintend the record- 
ing of the journals of proceedings; the engrossing, en- 
rolling, transcribing and copying of bills, resolutions, etc. ; 
shall permit no records or papers belonging to the Assem- 
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bly to be taken oat of hia cuBtodj, otherwise than in the 
regular oohtbo of business ; shall report anj missing pa- 
pers to the notice of the Speaker ; and generally shall per- 
form, under the direction of the Speaker, all duties per- 
taining to his office as Clerk, and shall be responsible for 
the official acts of his assistants. 

16. The Ohief Clerk shall appoint one assistant to aid 
in the performance of his duties at the desk, and he shall 
be styled the Journal Clerk. He shall also appoint the 
necessary corps of assistants to act as Bookkeeper, En- 
grossing and Enrolling Clerks. 

16. The Chief Clerk and his Engrosnng Clerks, in all 
proper cases, shall correct any mere clerical error io any 
Assembly bill, memorial, or resolution, such as errors in 
orthography, or the use of one word for another, as offed 
for ** effect," />re»iot« for " previously," att for " is," 6aftA» 
for " bank," and the like ; and, also, all mistakes in num- 
bering the sections and references thereto, whether such 
errors occur in the original bill, or are caused by amend- 
ments made thereto. It shall aJso be competent for the 
Chief Clerk, at any time before the final passage of any 
Assembly bill, to insert therein an "enacting clause," 
when such clause has evidently been omitted through mis- 
take or inadvertence. But no corrections other than such 
as are authorized by this rule, shall be made at any time 
by the clerk or his assistants, unless upon the order of the 
Assembly. On questions of orthography, Webster's Una- 
bridged Dictionary shall be taken as the standard. 

17. All acts, addreeses and resolutions shall be signed 
by the Speaker, and all writs, warrants and subpoenas is- 
sued by order of the Assembly, shall be under his hand 
and seal, and attested by the Clerk. 

18. A Ser6£ant-at-Arms shall be elected at the com- 
mencement of each session, to hold his office at the plea- 
sure of the Assembly. It shall be his duty to execute all 
orders of the Speaker or Assembly, and to perform all the 
duties they may assign to him, connected with the police 
and good order of the Assembly Chamber ; to exercise a 
supervision over the ingress and egress of all persons to 
and from the Chamber ; to see that messages, etc.\ are 
promptly executed ; that the requisite fires are kept up 
during the appropriate season ; that the hall is properly 
ventilated, and is open for the use of the members of the 
Assembly from 8 A. M. until 10 P. M., and to perform all 
other services pertaining to the post of Serge ant-at- Arms.

26. Whenever an Assembly bill, which is fairly written, 
without interlineation or erasure, is ordered to be en- 
grossed for a third reading, without amendment, the Com- 
mittee on Engrossed Bills may report such bill back to the 
Assembly as the Engrossed bill.

28. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enrolled 
Bills to report at any time, except when questions are be- 
ing taken, or a call of the House is being had. 

29. No standing or Select Committee, nor any member 
thereof, shall report any '* substitute " for any bill or bills 
referred to such committee, which substitute relates to a 
different subject, or is intended to accomplish a different 
purpose than that of the original bill for which it is re- 
ported, or which if adopted and passed, would require a 
title essentialh different from the title of the original bill ; 
and every substitute bill so reported, shall be rejected 
whenever the Assembly is advised that the same is in vio- 
lation of this rule. And this rule shall not be suspended 
without the unanimous consent of the Assembly.

PETITIONS, BESOLTrnONS, BILLS, BTC. 

83. Fetilions, memorials, communications, and other 
papers addressed to the Assembly, shall be presented by a 
member in his place ; a brief statement of the contents 
thereof shall be made verbally, and endorsed thereon, to- 
gether with his name, by the member introducing the 
same. 

84. Any member ofifering a resolution in the Assembly 
may read the same in his place before sending it to the 
Chair. It shall then be read by the clerk, and when so 
read shall be considered before the House ; but it shall 
not be acted on by the House on the same day on which 
it is offered, without leave. 

35. All bills and resolutions offered in the Assembly by 
any member or committee, shall be endorsed by the mem- 
ber or committee offering the same. 

86. The first reading of a bill shall be for information, 
and if objections be made to it, the question thall be, 
** Shall the bill be rejected ? " If no objection be made, 
or the question to reject be lost, the bill shall go to its 
second reading without further question. 

87. No bill or resolution that requires three readings 
shall be committed or amended until it shall be twice 
read ; and all joint resolutions which will require the sig- 
nature of the Governor, shall take the same course as to 
their reading, as in the case of bills, unless otherwise or- 
dered by the Assembly. 

88. On the second reading, every bill or memorial re- 
quiring three readings, shall be referred to the appropri- 
ate standing committee, which shall be announced by the 
Speaker, unless the Assembly, on motion, make a differ- 
ent order in relation thereto. And this rule shall apply as 
well to bills aid memorials originating in the Senate, as 
to those originating in the Assembly, except bills reported 
by a joint committee.

46. When any two or more members shall arise at the 
same time, the Speaker shall name the person who la first 
to speak. 

47. When a member is called to order, he shall sit 
down, and shall not speak, except in explanation, until it 
shall have been determined whether he is in order or not; 
and if a member be called to order for words spoken, the 
exceptional words shall be taken down in writing, that the 
Speaker and the Assembly may be better able to judge.

21. No account presented shall be acted on, unless ver- 
ified by affidavit of the person in whose favor the same 
may be.

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ORGANIZATION. 



The Legislature convenes at 12 o'clock, M., on the second Wednes- 
day in January in each year. 

Custom, so prevalent and so ancient as to have the force of law, 
has made it the duty of the Chief Clerk of the previous Assembly to 
call to order, and to conduct the proceedings generally, until a 
l^peaker is chosen. 

The Secretary of State furnishes to the Clerk a certified statement 
of the names of the members elect, which is read. The members 
then advance to the Clerk's desk, generally the delegation of each 
county by itself, and subscribe the oath of office. 

It often happens, that by neglect of the proper county officer, to 
return the proceedings ot the county canvassers, some members find 
their election not to be on record in the Secretary's office. In such 
case, the certificate held by the member himself, should be pro- 
duced to the Clerk. This answers every purpose, and should always 
be secured by members elect, from the Clerk of their coupty. 

The oath of office is then administered to the members elect. It 
may be administered by the Speaker, the President of the Senate, the 
Governor, Secretary of State, Attorney General, or any of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court. It has been administered in this 
State, usually, by one of the Judges. Members coming in after the 
first day of the session are sworn in by the Speaker. 

After all are sworn, the roll is called, when, if a quorum is found 
present, the Clerk declares the House to be qualified and competent 
to proceed to business. 

If the parties in the Assembly have determined their choice for of- 
ficers, the election proceeds forthwith ; if not, an adjournment is had 
until the next day. 

The election for Speaker, Clerk and Sergeant-at-Arms, is required 
to be viva voce, and these are the only offices which the Assembly can 
fill. 

The roll is called, and each member announces audibly the name of 
the candidate of his choice. 

The Clerk announces the result, and names a committee to con- 
duct the Speaker elect to the chair ; the other elections proceed in 
the same manner, except that when the result is announced by the 
Speaker, the officer elect advances to the Clerk's desk and is sworn 
in by the Speaker. 
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A committee is then appointed to wait on the Senate, and inform 
them that the Assembly is organized ; or the Clerk is directed, hj 
resolution to inform the Senate of the fact. 

A Joint Committee of both Houses is then appointed to convey a 
liktt message to the Governor, and inform him that the Houses are 
in readiness to receive any communication from him. 

The Senate and Assembly have usually assembled in Joint Conven> 
vention, in the Assembly Chamber upon some day and hour suggest- 
ed by the Governor, during the first week of the session, to hear his 
annual message. 

The message has been read sometimes by his Private Secretary and 
sometimes by the Clerk of one of the Houses. 

At the first opportunity after hearing the message read, the various 
recommendations therein contained, are referred, by resolution, to 
appropriate Standing Committees, or to Select Committees. 

Standing Committees are appointed by the Speaker at as early a 
day in the session as is possible. They consist of five members to 
each committee, except that on Railroads, which consists of nine 
members, the Joint Committee on Printing, and the Joint Committee 
on Local Laws, which consist of three members each. i

DRAWING OF SEATS. 



The drawing of seats by lot has been observed since the Assembly 
first took possession of the new Assembly Chamber. 

The method heretofore pursued is as follows: 

The members leave their seats, and take places in the open area 
behind the seats. 

The Clerk having placed in a box, slips of paper containing the 
names of members respectively, a page or messenger draws them 
therefrom. 

The Clerk announces each name as it is drawn, and the member 
named selects his seat, and occupies it until the drawing is com- 
pleted. '

COMPENSATION. 



« Each member of the LegisUtnr* Bball receive for his serTices, two dollars 
and fifty cents for each day's atteodance during the seision, and ten oents for 
every mile he shall travel in going to and returning from the place of the 
meeting of the Legislature, on the most usual route."— Con., Art. 4, Sec. 21. 

(*Tbe Speaker of the Assembly shall be entitled to receive for every day's 
attendance during the session of the Assembly, two dollars and fifty cents in ad- 
dition to his per diem as a member of the Assembly. — £. S., page 120, Sec. 10. 

It is customary to pay the mileage of members both ways, at the 
commencement of the session, upon the certificate of the Speaker 
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and Clerk, as to the proper sum to which each member is entitled. 
The members are entitled to the per diem due them, whenever de- 
manded. Since 1862, members have received their per diem certifi- 
cates from the Chief Clerk at regular intervals of twenty days; 
which course is preferable on many accounts to the former method 
of drawing certificates only when demanded by members. 

PAY OF OFFICERS. 

Chapter 186, GeneraJ Lawt, 1860. 

Sec. 1. There is hereby annually appropriated out of any money 
in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, a sum sufficient 
to pay the per diem of officers of the Legislature, as follows : To 
the Chief Clerks, each, five dollars ; to the Assistant Clerks, and 
Sergeant-at-Arms, each, four dollars ; to all other Clerks, Postmast- 
er and Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms, each, three dollars ; to the Assist- 
ant Postmaster, Doorkeeper and Firemen, each two dollars and fifty 
cents ; to all Messengers, each, one dollar and fifty cents. 

Ssc. 2. The per diem hereby established shall only be allowed 
from the commencement to the adjournment of the Legislature, and 
each of the officers mentioned in this act is hereby authorized to 
receive his per diem from the Treasury on the certificate of the pre- 
siding officers of their respective Houses, as to the number of days 
attendance. 



DUTIES OP OFFICERS. 



Sfkakbr. — ^The duties of this officer are generally as follows: 

To open the session, at the time to which the Assembly is ad- 
journed by taking the chair and calling the members to order. 

To announce the business before the Assembly in the order in 
which it is to be acted upon ; 

To receive and submit, in the proper manner, all motions and prop- 
ositions presented by the members; 

To put to vote all questions which are regularly moved, or neces- 
sarily arise in the course of proceedings, and to announce the 
result ; 

To restrain the members when engaged in debate, within the 
rules of order ; 

To enforce on all occasions the observance of order and decorum 
among the members. ; 

To inform the Assembly, when necessary, or when referred to for 
the purpose, in a point of order or practice ; 

To authenticate, by his signature, when necessary, all the acts, 
orders and proceedings of the Assembly ; 

To name the members (when directed to do so in a particular 
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ease, or when it is a part of his general duty bj the rules) who are 
to serve on committees ; and in general 

To represent and stand for the Assembly, declaring its will, and 
in all things obeying its commands. Every ofiQlcer of the House is 
subordinate to the Speaker, and, in all that relates to the prompt and 
correct discharge of ofiQlcial duty, is under his supervision. 

GHisr Clkbk. — He has the care and custody of all the papers and 
records, and arranges in its proper order, from day to day, after its 
inception, all the business of the House. He must, in order to have 
a proper knowledge of the affairs of his department, apportion, sys- 
tematize and personally supervise the labor of all his subordinates, 
and, when not called therefrom by more important duties, should 
officiate in person at the reading desk. The duties of his subordi- 
nates are properly his duties, as aU are performed under his direction, 
and he is responsible for any deficiencies. It is his duty to prepare 
and furnish to the public printer, an accurate record of each day's 
proceedings, and a copy of every bill, report and other thing ordered 
to be printed, ** on the same day such orders are made ; " to keep 
the pay accounts of members and officers, and issue his certificates 
of per diem to them ; to deliver the messages of the Assembly to the 
Senato ; to sign subpoenas ; he can " permit no records nor papers 
belonging to the Assembly to be taken out of his custody, otheririse 
than in the regular course of business ; " and shall report any mis- 
sing papers to the notice of the Speaker. 

It is his duty to prepare an index to the Journal, at the close of 
the session, and to be present at the opening of the next Bession, 
and attend to such preliminary business as may be necessary, and 
conduct the proceedings therein until a Speaker is elected, and 
perform the duties of Clerk thereof until his successor is chosen and 
qualified. 

He is by law responsible for the safe keeping of all bills and other 
documents in possession of the Assembly, and lor the proper registry 
of all proceedings ; and is required at the close of the session, to de- 
posit all papers in his possession as Chief Clerk, properly classified 
and labelled, with the Secretary of State. 

A more detailed description of the labors connected with the 
clerkship will be found under the next head. 

KEQULATIONS IN THE DEPARTMENT OV THE CLEBE. 

To ensure a systematic and correct performance of the duties of 
their department, the Chief Clerks of the two Houses have established 
the following regulations: 
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DUTIES OF DlfiPDTIBS. 

Thb Assistant Clerk — ^It is his special duty : 

1. To keep a record of each day's proceedings; and to correct the 
proof of the same while being printed. 

2. To officiate at the reading desk when required by the Clerk ; 
and in case of his absence, to perform his duties generally. 

S. To label and file in their appropriate places all papers presented, 
with proper dates and references. 

4. To select each day all papers ordered to be printed, make a list 
thereof in the book provided for that purpose, and send them to the 
State Printer, taking his receipt therefor. 

5. To keep a list of all absentees on leave, etc. 

The Book-Kseper — ^It is his special duty : 

1. To keep the registers of Bills, Resolutions, Memorials, etc., 
showing therein and opposite to each title, all action taken, and pro- 
ceedings had, with regard to such paper. 

2. To distribute to the proper committee, or officers, all bills, pe- 
titions and other papers referred. 

3. To make out all certificates for per diem and mileage, ready for 
the signature of the Speaker and Clerk. 

4. To prepare the Messages to be delivered to the other House, and 
when not otherwise occupied, to help the Assistant Clerk in the per- 
formance of his duties. 

The Enorossino Clerk — ^It is his special duty : 

1. To engross all bills ordered to a third reading which the rules 
require to be engrossed, properly placing all amendments adopted 
prior to the order for their engrossment. 

2. By direction of the Chief or Assistant Clerk, to perform any 
necessary service appertaining to the duties of the other deputies. 

The EffROLLiNa Clerk — It is his special duty : 
To make clear, legible copies of all bills which have been concurred 
in, without erasures or interlineations. 

The Transcribing Clerk — It is his special duty : 
To copy the record of the proceedings of the Assembly into a book 
prepared for that purpose. . 

GENERAL SEQULATIONS. 

1. Each Deputy, when not occupied in the performance of his own 
special duties, is to render such assistance to the Clerk and to his as- 
sociate deputies as may be in his power, or as the pressure of duties 
in a particular department may render necessary. 

2. The Deputies are expected to notify the Chief Clerk of any in- 
terference by members or others with their duties, and of all improper 
approaches or requests made to them by any person. They are not 
to exhibit to any person any bill or other document in their official 
possession without leave of the Chief Clerk. 

S. Ferfeot oouriei^ must at all times be maintained towards mem- 
bers, reporters, associate deputies, and all who have business to 

8 
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transact with the departmeDt; and interference with legislation can- 
not be allowed under any circamstances. 

TO IfEMBERS, OFFIOEBS AND BEP0RTEE8. 

It is especially requested that no member, officer or reporter will 
interrupt the Assistant Clerk while engaged in keeping the journal. 

*^ No journal, record, account or paper" of any kind, must be 
taken from the desk, unless by express permission of the Clerk. 

Sergkant-at-Abms. — ^This officer is the executive officer of the 
House. He has charge of the post office, and other appurtenant 
conveniences of the Assembly. He controls the police regulations, 
attends to the warming of the chamber, serves the subpoenas and 
warrants of the Assembly, announces messages from the Governor 
and from the Senate, provides rooms for committees, receives from 
the Superintendent of Public Property all public documents ordered, 
or coming in due course, and distributes the same through the 
post office, or otherwise, to members and officers entitled thereto. 
He is to organize his department with such system that each of his 
subordinates shall know his precise duties, and he is to see that 
each performs his duty promptly, thoroughly and courteously. He 
is required to keep the Chamber open from 8 o'clock, A. M., to 10 
o'clock, P. M. 

He should have the printed bills and other documents in his pes* 
session so classified and arranged that he can at once answer any call 
upon him for them. His assistant assists him generally in the dis- 
charge of his duties, and takes his place when he is absent. 

The Postmaster attends to the receipt and delivery of all mail 
matter coming to members and officers of the Assembly. Each 
member has a box in the Assembly post office, in which his mail 
matter is deposited ; and the Postmaster must, by himself or assist- 
ant, be at his post from 8 o'clock, A. M., until 10 o'clock, P. M., and 
until the adjournment of the Asf^ambly for the day. He receives 
and forwards all mail matter deposited in his office by members or 
officers, in time to be mailed from the Madison post office. He is 
to prominently post in the cloak and hat room (which is the mem- 
bers side of the post office) a notice of the hours of closing the As- 
sembly mails. He is entitled to the exclusive use of the post office, 
and no one ought to be admitted thereto except the Sergeant-at- 
Arms and the Speaker. 

The Assistant Postmaster brings the mail to and from the 
Madison post offiee, and assists the Postmaster generally in his 
duties. 

The Doorkeeper attends to the principal door ; opens and closes 
it for the entry and exit of all persons ; maintains order in the lobby 
and vestibule ; sees that visitors are seated, and that the regulations 
of the House, in his department, are strictly enforced. For the 
proper discharge of this ofhce, both patience, courtesy, and firmness 
are required. 
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The Assistant Doobksepebs — ^Each at their respective stations, are 
to discharge the same duties as the principal Doorkeeper. 

They must be in attendance as well during the recess as the ses- 
i^ons of the Assembly, to keep out intrnders, and maintain order. 

Thx Firemen attend to the warming and yentilation of the As- 
sembly Chamber, and, under direction of the Serge%nt-at-Arms, make 
themselves generally useful. 

The Postmasters, Doorkeepers and Firemen are appointed by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, and are responsible to him. He is to see that they 
perform their duties faithfully. 

The Messengers are appointed by the Speaker, except those in 
particular attendance upon the Chief Clerk and Sergeant-at-Arms, 
who are appointed by said officers respectively. 

PUTIE8 OV MES8SN0SR8. 

1st. To be in attendance from 8 o*clock, A. M., until 10 o'clock, 
P. M., every day, (Sunday^s excepted,) whether the Assembly is in 
session or not. 

2d. To receive the Journals -and printed bills from the Sergeant- 
at-Arms, and arrange them in order on the file of each member. 

8d. Not to leave the Assembly Chamber during the mommg haur^ 
or absent themselves from the sessions of the Assembly during an 
entire day, except Upon leave of the Speaker or Clerk. 

4th. During the morning hour to take the positions assigned to 
them by the Clerk ; and, standing up, so as to see, and be seen, hold 
themselves in readiness to bring all bills, resolutions, etc., from the 
several members to the Clerk, when presented. 

5tb. After the expiration of the morning hour, and when not en- 
gaged in filing bills, etc., for the members they have in charge, to 
answer promptly any call, and render assistance to any member re- 
quiring it. 

6th. To refrain from throwing any paper balls, darts, or other 
missile, to move lightly across the Assembly Chamber, and demean 
themselves respecSully towards every member and officer of the 
Assembly.

STATIONERY. 



The Superintendent of Public Property furnishes to each member 
of the Assembly, and to the Chief Clerk and Sergeant-at-Arms, 
a uniform outfit of stationery, comprising foolscap, letter and note 

Eaper, envelopes, a gold pen and case, a pocket pencil, a good pen- 
older, and several common penholders, a box of steel pens, an 
iidcstand, a mucilage bottle, an eraser, a pocket knife, a ruler, etc., 
etc., for whkh a receipt must be given. 
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Whatever else a member or officer desirefl, moat be ordered, in 
writing, of the Superintendent, who charges the order to the person 
makinff it, and reports the same, when required, either to the Gover- 
nor or Legislature. But under the law of 1869, as amended in 1865, 
no member can order more stationery than win amount to $30. 



NEWSPAPEBS. 



The Secretary of State, at the commencement of each session of 
the Legislature, furnishes each member with a blank order, upon 
which the member designates the names of the newspapers, and the 
number of each, which he wishes to take, as provided for by Chapter 
16, General Laws, 1861, which is as fallows: 

Seo. 1. Members of the Legislature, the Lieutenant Governor, 
the Gbief Clerk and Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate, and the Chief 
Clerk and Sergeant-at-Arros of the Assembly, are hereby authorized, 
during each session of the Legislature, to take such uewspapera as 
e ach maj choose, at the expense of the State, at a cost not to exceed 
twenty dollars to each member and officer named, for the session. 

Sic. 2. Members of the Legislature, and the officers named in the 
preceding section, shall each leave with the Secretary of State a list 
of such papers as he may desire to have ordered in his behalf; and 
it is made the duty of the Secretary of State to order the papers 
named in such lists, to be sent to the members or officers desiring 
the same, to the am3unt named in the first section. 



POST OFFICE ABBANGEMENTS. 



The Assembly post office is in charge of a Postmaster appointed 
by the Sergeant-at-Arms. Each member has a separate box ; and 
all mail matter deposited with the Postmaster is sent to the Madison 
post office by the Post Office Messenger, at regular hours, correspond- 
ing with the hours of closing the mails at the Madison office. 

It is the custom for members to prepay all their mail matter, with 
postage stamps, which the Assembly orders, from time to time, by 
resolution, from the Superintendent. 
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PROCESS OF PASSING BILLS. 



Some diversity of practice eziets herein, but the ordinary method 
in the Assembly is as follows : 

A member haying prepared a bill and endorsed the title thereof, 
together with his name, upon the back of it, rises to his feet, at such 
time as the introduction of biUs is in order, and says: 

«Mr. Speaker:" 

If recognized, the Speaker responds : 
«The g«otleman from ." 

The member announces : 
« I ask UaTe to Introduoa a bill." 

The bill is then sent to the Chief Clerk by a messenger. The Clerk 
then reads the title of the bill, and the Speaker announces : 

« first reading of the bill." 

If no objection is made, the Clerk reads the bill at length, if it is a 
bill appropriating money ; if not, by its title only ; when the Speaker 
announces : 

« Second reading of the bill." 

And refers the same to some standing committee, suggested by the 
member, or, if desired, to a select committee ; or to the General File, 
or, as is usual, the Speaker of his own motion, makes the reference 
to such committee as seems to him appropriate. 

The bill is, in due course, reported back to the Assembly, by the 
committee, when it is placed in what is called the General File. 

Bills in the General File are considered in Committee of the Whole 
in the exact order in which they are placed upon the file. Proceed- 
ings in Committee of the Whole will be elsewhere considered. 

After the Committee of the Whole has completed its action upon 
any bill, and reported the same back to the Assembly, and any recom- 
mendations made by the committee passed upon, it is taken up in its 
order, when the Speaker puts the following question : 

« Shall this bill be engrossed, and read a third time ?" 

If decided affirmatively, the bill is sent by the Chief Clerk to the 
Engrossing Clerk for engrossment. Upon its return engrossed, the 
original and engrossed bills are placed in the hands of the eommUtee 
on engrossed bUlSy who compare ttfem and correct any errors which 
they may find. When found correct, or made so, the committee re- 
port them to the House, as correctly engrossed, when the original is 
filed by the Chief Clerk, and the engrossed bill goes into the order of 
'* Bills ready for a third reading.'' 

When, under the order of business, the bill is reached, the bill, 
(unless it appropriates money) is read by its title, when the Speaker 
gays as follows : 
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<>Tbli bill harlngbeea read three ferersl timef, the aaestion ie, ehall the 
bill paM?" 

If the bill passes, it is taken to the Senate, with a message announc- 
ing its passage by the Assembly, and desiring the concurrence of the 
Senate therein. 

Going through with a similar process in the Senate, it is returned 
with a message announcing their action upon it. 

If the Senate concurs, the bill is sent to the Enrolling Clerk, who 
makes a fair copy thereof, as is elsewhere described. When enrolled, 
it goes to the Commitlee on Enrolled Bills^ who compare it with the en- 
grossed bill ; when found or made correct, they report the bill to the 
Assembly as correctly enrolled; the engrossed bill is filed by the 
Chief Clerk ; the enrolled bill is then endorsed by the Chief Clerk 
as haying originated in the Assembly, (for the information of the 
Goyernor, in case he yetoes it), then it is signed by the Speaker, and 
taken with a message to the Senate, desiring the signature of the 
President of the Senate thereto. The Committees on Enrolled Bills 
of the two Houses, acting jointly, then present the bill, duly signed, 
to the Goyernor, for his approyal, and report that fact to the House. 
The Goyernor, if he approyes the bill, informs the House in which it 
originated, of that fact ; and that he has deposited it with the Secre- 
tary of State. 

This is the ordinary process of a bill through all its stages, until it 
becomes a law. A bill of great interest os importance, or one which 
is warmly contested, may, by reason of majority and minority reports, 
special' orders, re-commitment, amendments, substitutes, committees 
of conference, and yarious other Parliamentary appliances, pass 
through a yast yariety of stages not before enumerated. 

Senate bills coming into the Assembly, after passing the Senate, 
are read twice by title, (unless they appropriate money, when they 
must be read at length), and then referred to the appropriate com- 
mittee. 

After consideration in Committee of the Whole, the recommenda- 
tion of the committee is acted upon in the Assembly — the question 
being, after recommendations are disposed of, 

"Shall this bill be ordered to a thitd reading X" 

If this is decided aflSrmatiyely, the bill passes into the order of 
*' Bills on third reading ;" and when reached in that order, the ques- 
tion is, 

« Shall this bill be concurred in V* 

If concurred in, the bill is returned to the Senate, with the message 
informing it of that fact. 

If it is desired to hasten th^ passage of the bill, it is done by mo- 
tion, as follows : 

<<I more to suspend all rales which will interfere with the immediate pM- 
■age of Bill No. , Assembly, entitled <*A bill to ." 

If this motion preyails, which requires an affirmatiye yote of two- 
thirds of the members present, the member who desires the immediate 
passage of the bill may at once moye that the bill do pass ; and if 
passed, it may go at once to the Senate. 
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COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 



The Committee of the Whole is an expedient to simplify the busi- 
ness of Legislative bodies. No record is made of its proceediugs, and 
it has no officers, except of its own creation, for temporary purposes. 
It is liable to instant dissolution in case of disorder, when the Speaker 
takes the chair to suppress it — in case of lack of a quorum — when 
the Speaker takes the chair for a call of the House, or an adjourn- 
ment — and in case of a message from tha Senate or Governor, when 
the Speaker takes the chair to receive it. 

The House may resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole, upon 
some particular bill, resolution or subject, or it may go into Commit- 
tee of the Whole upon the General File of Bills. In the first case, 
the motion is, 

« That the Assembly do now resolve itself into a Oommittee of the Whole 

upon [Bill No. — , A , a bill ] or [Joint Ueeolution No — , A., providing, 

•to.,] or [upon all bills relating to — .— ] a» the c(ut may be." 

In the second case it is, 

<* That the Assembly do now resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole 
upon the General File of bills.'* 

Bills, resolutions and general matters which have been once con- 
sidered in Committee of the Whole, and in which progress has been 
made and leave granted for further consideration, have the prefer- 
ence. The motion for the Committee of the Whole, for their further 
consideration must be made under the head of ** Bills in which the 
Committee of the Whole have made progress and obtained leave to 
sit again ;*' and in which case the member who presided when the 
same matter was previously considered in Committee of the Whole, 
resumes the chair. 

The motion for the Committee of the Whole upon the General File, 
must be made under the order of " Bills not yet considered in Com- 
mittee of the Whole." 

When the Assembly resolves itself into Committee of the Whole, 
the Speaker selects a Chairman as follows : 



« The gentleman frosi

will take the Ohair." 



The appointed Chairman advances to the Speaker's desk, and having 
taken the chair, receives from the clerk the papers indicated by the 
motion for the oommittee, when the Chairman announces : 

GiNTtiMiir : — The oommittee have nnder consideration, Bill No. — , A., en. 

titled , ire<iding (he title from the hack qf the bill). Or in ca$e of eoMidera' 

tion qf the General File, (The oommmittee have under consideration the Gene- 
ral file of Bills ; the first in order is Bill No. — , A., entitled ). 

*« The first Motion is as follows :" 

The Chairman then reads the first section, and asks — 
"Are there any amendments proposed to the first section V* 

If none are offered, the Chairman says: 



' 
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« No amendmenti beiiif offered to tho flrit taction, the leeoiid Mctlon will 
ba read.** 

This process is continued through the whole bill, when, at the close 
of the reading the Chairman says : 

<< The — th aeetion and the whole bill hare now betft read, and are open to 
amendment.** 

At this point, after the friends of the bill have perfected it, it is 
customary for the opponents of the bill to open their attack. 

After the discussion of (he bill to such an extent as may be de- 
sired, if no amendments are made, the final vote is generally upon a 
motion. 

« That the bill be reported baok to the House, without amendment." 

If any other bills are before the committee, they are proceeded 
with in the same manner. If it is desired to have fbrther considera- 
ation of any matter before the committee, or if the General File has 
not been gone through with, the motion is, 

« That the committee riee, report progress, and ask leave to sit again." 

If the committee has completed its duties, the motion is, 
<( That the committee rise and report.** 

Which being analagous to a motion to adjourn, is not debatable. 
The Chairman states the matter as follows : 

" It is moved that the committee do now rise and report [or oihenoiief at 
thecaie may &e."] 

« Is the committee ready for the question ?** 

** GsNTLKmir : — Those who are of cpioion that this committee do now [rise 
and report,] say Aye ; those of a contrary opinion, say No.*' 

In case of doubt a division must be had, as the ayes and noes can- 
not be called in Committee of the Whole. 

When the committee rises, the Speaker resumes his seat, and the 
Chairman, in his place on the floor, reports as follows: 

(• Mr. Speaker.** 

The Speaker answers, 

« Mr. Chairman.** 

Who reports —

Commsssions of five per cent., (less the cost of paper), are allowed 
on purchases of stamps of over $50 at a time ; and on Proprietary 
Stamps, purchases over $600 are entitled to ten per cent, commis- 
sions. 
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LICENSE LAW. 



For each of the following occupations a License must be procured. 
Neglect involyes a penalty of the cost of the License, and imprison- 
ment for two years, or $500 fine (one-half to the informer). 

One person, or firm, engaged in two or more occupations, must ob- 
tain a License for each ; but Apothecaries, Confectioners, Tobacco- 
nists, Eating-houses, and Retail Dealers, whose gross sales do not ex- 
ceed $1,000 per annum, are exempt. And Manufacturers, Producers, 
and Vintners, taxed as such, and selling their productions where 
made, do not require additional License as Dealers. 

Except for Auctioneers, Cattle Dealers, Conyeyancers, Dentists, 
Exhibitors, Horse Dealers, Claim Agents, Lawyers, Physicians, and 
Surgeons, a License is arailable for one place of business ouly. 

In cities or towns of less than 6,000 population, by the last census, 
one License may embrace the business of Land Warrant Broker, 
Claim Agent, and Real Estate Agent, by paying the highest fee 
charged for either. 

All Licenses are to expire on the first day of May, in each year. 

A Licensed party may remove to other premises, by obtaining the 
proper indorsement on bis- License. A License can also be assigned 
to a successor in trade. And the Representatiyes of a deceased per- 
son may operate under his License. 

One party doing business in seyeral places must haye a License for 
each.

STATE OF WISCONSIN, 

EzEOUTiYE Department, 

Madison, Feb. 7, 1865. 

To ths HonnrahU the Legislature of the State of Wie^fotuin : 

Article Y of the constitatioQ of the United States, provides that 
** Tue congress, whenever two-thirds of both houses shall deem it nec- 
essary, shall propose amendments to this constitution ; or, on the ap- 
plication of the legislatures of two-thirds of the several States shall 
call a convention lor proposing amendments which, in either case 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes, as part of this constitution, 
when ratified by the legislatures of three-fourths of the several 
States, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof as the one or the 
other mode of ratification may be proposed by the congress ; provid- 
ed that no amendment which may be made prior to the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eight, shall in any manner affect the first 
and fourth clauses in the ninth section of the first article : and that 
no State, without its consent, shall be deprived of its equal suffrage 
in the Senate." 

I have the honor herewith to lay before you a copy of a joint res- 
olution of congress, approved Feb. 1, 1866, passed pursuant to said 
Article Y, proposing to the legislatures of the several States, an 
amendment to the constitution of the United States, to be designat- 
ed as Article thirteen of said constitution, and to request your decis- 
ion on said proposed amendment. 

Seldom has there been presented to any legislative body a more 
important question, or one in which the people of the United States 
feel a deeper interest than is presented by this resoluiion. Though 
the last few months have been crowded with important events, im- 
portant victories causing the people to shout for joy, yet the an- 
nouncement of no event has sent a deeper thrill of joy to loyal hearts 
than will the announcement of the adoption of this amendment. Up- 
on its adoption hangs the destiny of nearly four millions of human 
beings, and it may be the destiny of the nation. I trust, and I doubt 
not, the Legislature of Wisconsin will record its decision firmly, and 
I hope unanimously, in favor of the amendment Let us wipe from 
our escutcheon the foul blot of human slavery, and show by our ac- 
tion that we are worthy the name of freemen. 

May God in his providence grant that this contemplated amend- 
ment of the fundamental latir of our land may be adopted by every 
State in our Union ; that it may nerve the arm of our patriotic sol- 
diers to strike still harder blows for liberty, and that it may redound 
to the glory of our beloved country.
